WILLIAM HAGUE'S attempt 
to fashion a modem image for. 
the Conservatives came apart 
atthe seams .yesterday at the 
start of, a two-day bonding 
session for MR. 

.The. latest fault line in; the 
partigmentary party was 
nothing to do with foe usual 
flashpoint of Europe, but 
. whether to be casual or smart 
, Mr Hague issued an edict to 
his troops to dress in “relaxed 
style’ for foe gathering ai foe 
Grand Hotel in Eastbourne. 
But the MPs, denied their 
-regulation pinstripe suits, 
could hot. agree an a uniform 
line. The result was a riotous 
dash of sartorial cultures as 
Savile Row suits competed 
with, country, tweeds and knit¬ 
ted creations. 

While Labour has redefined 


itself by adopting colour cod¬ 
ing and power dressing, the 
youngest Toty leader for 200 
years has adopted a more 
informal approach. But even 
. Mr Hague, 36; got it wrong. 
He arrived at foe hotel in a 
smart dogtooth jacket, blue 
slacks, pale blue shirt, budded 
shoes — and a red tie. which 
he was forced to abandon as 
he crossed foe threshold. 

Tories have never enjoyed 
the game of hUow-my-icader 
and there were murmurs of 
discontent as the first MPS 
arrived for seminars on the 
“feminisation of society" and 
how to reconnect with foe 
British people and their emo¬ 
tions. Sir Teddy Taylor (in 
corduroys and jumper) was 
contemptuous of the whole 
idea of bonding.

After Mr Hague had ad¬ 
dressed MPS. the new intake 
of Tory MPs was wheeled out 
for a photocall and realisation 
dawned that they represented 
a cross between Hermes, 
Jermyn Street and C&A. Col¬ 
lars were hastily loosened and 
jackets removed as Michael 
Fabricant (jeans, sweatshirt 
and boots) commented: “It’s a 
new Tory split. We are split 
down foe middle between 
suits; ties and blazers and 
dressing down." There was 


also a fierce argument over the 
origins of Stephen Darrell's 
brown woollen jumper with its 
spaghetti junction pattern. 

By late afternoon, the 145 
MPs had split into working 
parties to discuss how to 
become more women-voter- 
friendly. But as tiiey bonded 
into the evening, there was no 
hand of friendship to the press 
outside foe hotel grounds. The 
theme of their last seminar 
was how to improve relations 
with foe media.

A TEACHER ufoo-survived 
one of Algeria's most horrific 
massacres described how 150 
armed men entered Bentalha 
village, outside Algiers, and.

TWO NIGERIAN children 
who were ordered to be re¬ 
turned to their natural mother 
to grow up in their "own race 
and culture” are now to re¬ 
main with their white foster 
mother after a "courageous” 
U-turn by a High Court judge. 

The children, aged eight 
and 10, have for more than a 
year fared bring tom from foe 
woman they regard as their 
mother and their home in the 
North East of England after 
Mr Justice Singer agreed they 
should return to their natural 
mother. 

The natural mother, a 35- 
year-old living in London, had 
harried the boys over to foe 52- 
year-old foster mother under a 
private ammgemenr when 
they were a few weeks old so 
that she could continue a 
business studies degree. 

;They remained with their 
faster mother, who has three 
adult children of her own. 
never spending more than a 
few weeks with their natural 
mother. When in 1995 they 
discovered she wanted them 
back 'and . was planning to 
return to Nigeria,-they were 
distraught. 

The foster mother opposed 
their-natural mother’s legal 
battfefor their return. She told 
the High Court the children 
were bed-wetting, crying and 
threatening to run away if 


they were returned to their 
natural mother. 

■ But despite her plea in July 
last year, Mr Justice Singer 
ruled, at a private hearing, 
that foe youngsters must re¬ 
turn to their natural mother to 
grow' up in their “own race 
and culture", after she agreed 
to remain in Britain. 

Devastated, the foster moth¬ 
er fought on, urging the Court 
of Appeal to overturn the 
ruling, only to be told the court 
could see no ground for inter- 
feting with Mr Justice Sing¬ 
er's derision. Bui despite her 
failed appeal last October and 
attempts by social workers to 
reassure the children they 
would still be able to visit their 
foster mother, nothing would 
persuade them to leave her. 

On hearing that all contact 
between the children and their 
natural mother had “totally 
broken down". Mr Justice 
Singer derided he had no 
option but to reverse his 
ruling- At another private 
hearing in June this year he 
ruled that the children should 
remain with their foster moth¬ 
er and attempts should be 
made to restore contact be¬ 
tween the children and their 
natural mother. 

Yesterday it was the turn of 
the natural mother to appeal. 
Through her counsel. Eleanor.

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Blair to 
announce 
Labour’s 
first 
sell-off

TONY BLAIR will unveil 
Labour's first privatisation to¬ 
day and call on the Common¬ 
wealth to join his campaign to 
modernise national and inter¬ 
national institutions. 

The Prime Minister is to 
announce that the Govern¬ 
ment is to sell its majority 
holding in the £13 billion 
Commonwealth Development 
Corporation, which has in¬ 
vestments in 54 poorer coun¬ 
tries and manages 34 
businesses across the world. 

He wants to turn the body, 
which is based in London but 
has 25 local offices in develop¬ 
ing countries, into a public- 
private partnership. The 
proceeds from the sale will go 
back into development aid. 
Mr Blair will say in a speech 
to the Commonwealth Busi¬ 
ness Forum two days before 
the Conmmonwealth heads of 
government summit opens in 
Edinburgh. 

He will say that, although it 
is a change of approach for 
Labour, he is more interested 
in whether something works 
than in whether it is private or 
public. 

The development corpora¬ 
tion has for some time been 
self-financing. Its investments, 
originally prompted by public 
money, are now yielding 
hinds that keep the organis¬ 
ation going without govern¬ 
ment support. 

Mr Blair will say that he is 
determined that the Edin¬ 
burgh summit will be a “his¬ 
toric turning point" for the 
Commonwealth, providing 
“an opportunity to modernise 
institutions and focus on the 
challenges for a new century". 

The Government believes 
that the development corpora¬ 
tion is underused and will 
benefit by being freed for 
access to the capital markets. 
The aim is to provide substan¬ 
tial extra money for commer¬ 
cial investments and the sale. 
Mr Blair will say, will under¬ 
line Britain's commitment to 
helping to fight world poverty. 

Last night Clare Short, the 
International Development 
Secretary, welcomed the move 
and said she wanted the 
corporation to play a bigger 
role.

AN IMAGINATIVE scheme 
to conserve Stonehenge re¬ 
ceived a dramatic boost when 
the Ministry of Defence gave 
the all-dear to a crudai new 
road over its land. 

Sir Jocelyn Stevens, chair¬ 
man of English Heritage, was 
delighted but expressed dis¬ 
may that it had taken so long. 
The MoD. which owns the 
northern part of the World 
Heritage Site, has for the past 
five years refused permission, 
on die grounds of security, 
because the headquarters of 


the Royal ArtiDeiy are based 
there, at Larkill. "I had made 
no progress with them." Mr 
Stevens said. They have al¬ 
ways been a very difficult 
department They always say, 
■You cant do that* and 'You 
cant come here'. They played 
security as a card which 
prevented any consultation or 
examination." 

It was, he said, the interven¬ 
tion of Chris Smith, the Cul¬ 
ture Secreiray. that made all 
the difference. The news came 
months after an initial 


£44 million scheme was 
scrapped even though it had 
the backing of government 
archaeologists and die local 
community. It had been unex¬ 
pectedly rejected by the Mil¬ 
lennium Commission. 
English Heritage was told 
only that its £22 million bid 
faced stiff competition from 
other schemes, despite 
warnings that Stonehenge 
was suffering every day from 
the weight and volume of 
traffic along a road passing 
300 yards away from the 


monument An estimated 
2&Q00 vehicles make the 
standing stones vibrate 18 
hours a day. / 

. The MoD^s decision will 
mean that a new road can be 
driven through their property. 
A visitor centre, complete with 
parking for Z000 cars, will be 
built to cater for the million 
people who visit eachyear and 
everything will be out of sight 
from the stones. 

The scheme is badly needed. 
Recent surveys reflected that 
more than half of their visitors 


find the experience “viery dis¬ 
appointing", while a 1992 re¬ 
port branded the site a 
“national disgrace". The origi¬ 
nal plans submitted to the 
Millennium Commission will 
have to be reworked, allowing 
for the change of access. An 
application is likely to be 
submitted to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

Sir Jocelyn stressed that the 
new road, which will be about 
three-quarters of a mile king, 
will not interfere with’ the 
military tamp. He added that 


people will be able to walk! 
freely around the stones for 
the first time sinae the mid- 
1980s. Ropes, fences and 
wires wiD ;be . removed/ 
"There wifi be no sign of any 
20th-century developments; 
For anyone over a certain 
age, walking among foe 
stones is one of the _most 
unforgettable experiences. 
This has always been part.of 
rpy plan. Same said it was; 
dangerous; 'but people are 
unlikely to .steal them. They 
weigh 40 tons each.* •

Platt, QC, she urged the Court 
of Appeal to overturn the latest 
ruling. Miss Platt told Lady 
Justice Butler-Sloss and Lord 
Justice Thorpe that Mr Justice 
Singer’s U-tum had been mis¬ 
taken in law. 

“It is a racial and cultural 
issue. If these children are 
removed there may well be 
initial trauma but they will 
settle." she said. 

But Lady Justice Butler-

estimated the difficulties. You 
do not really want these 
children to be taken against 
their will to their mother and 
when they are old enough, to 
vote with their feet to go back 
to the foster mother." 

Upholding Mr Justice Sing¬ 
er'S latest ruling, with the 
agreement of her colleague, 
she said: “The judge did 
dramatically change his mind. 
But I have to say his reversal 
of his decision was extremely 
courageous in the agonisingly

McHugh, described as head 
of the unit, and Kelly, did not 
arrive in London from Ireland 
until a safe location had been 
found for the explosives. The 
six-week operation to track 
down the Unit codertamed 
Operation Tinnitus involved 
scores of members of the 
Metropolitan Police and offi¬ 
cers from the intelligence 
services. 

The IRA squad was well 
rehearsed in anti IRA methods 


and took extreme care to avoid 
bring followed, in spite of 
their caution, anti terrorist 
officers planted listening and 
tracking devices in their cars 
and traced telephone calls they 
made to a kiosk in a village in 
the Irish Republic. 

Eventually, after the gang 
had made several trips to 
Brighton, Sheffield, they were 
seen picking up a lorry which 
had been delivered by a driver 
who was allowed to fty back to 
Ireland.

Remand 
for man 
accused 
of Russell 
murders

MICHAEL STONE was re¬ 
manded in custody for a week 
yesterday after appearing be¬ 
fore magistrates to be charged 
with the murders of Lin and 
Megan Russell. 

Stone, 37, of Gillingham, 
Kent, who is unemployed, 
spoke only to confirm his 
name and address during the 
three-minute hearing before 
Medway magistrates in Chat¬ 
ham. Kent. 

He is also charged with the 
attempted murder of Josie 
Russell. 10, whose recovery 
from brain injuries has re¬ 
ceived much publicised. Josie, 
her mother. 45. and sister. 6. 
were walking home through a 
cornfield near Chillenden, 
Kent, in July last year when 
they were attacked by a man 
with a hammer. Mrs Russel! 
and Megan were battered to 
death and Josie was left for 
dead. The family dog, Lucy, 
was also killed. 

Stone was first arrested in 
July days after a BBC Crime* 
watch reconstruction was 
screened to coincide wiih the 
first anniversary of the mur¬ 
ders. He was later charged 
with crimes unrelated to the 
killings. Stone cut a dishevell¬ 
ed figure in the dock, dressed 
in a large, grey, striped 
sweatshirt and trousers, 
sneakers and blue sports shirt. 

Flanked by two prison 
guards, he was impassive as 
John Wheeler, cleric of the 
court, read the charges that, 
between July 8 and 11.1996, he 
murdered Lin and Megan 
Russell and attempted to mur¬ 
der Josie. 

After hearing that there was 
no application for bail. Dr 
Woodford said: “Stand up, Mr 
Stone. You will be remanded 
in custody until Wednesday 
October 29, morning court. 
Thank you. you may go." 

After the hearing Derek 
Hayward, Stone’s solicitor, 
read out a statement protest¬ 
ing his client’s innocence. 
"Michael Stone would like to 
make it dear that he is 
innocent of these offences." 
Mr Hayward said. “This is a 
matter that has been continu¬ 
ously denied by him through¬ 
out all the police inquiries. 
There is nothing further to say 
at this stage."

A WAR veteran aged 77 who 
waged a hate campaign 
against his former lover and 
his septuagenarian rival yes¬ 
terday became the oldest per¬ 
son. to be fined for stalking.

with abusive: telephone calls 
and sent her friends photo¬ 
graphs and explicit letters 
boasting' of thdr sexiial ex¬ 
ploits together. :

The couple hadmet through 
a “lonely hearts" column. 
Monk showered Mrs Sands 
with expensive gifts, though 
their relationship soured after 
site asked him for a £ 6,000 
loan and he accused her of 
bring a gold-digger. 

Mrs Sands was sp upset by; 
his vengeful campaign -that

she was off work for 14 weeks 
and close to a nervous break¬ 
down. Monk accused her of 
frying to get her ‘greedy 
hands" oh his savings, ac¬ 
cording to Jo Patrick, for die 
prosecution.

Court hoW the victim found a 
lyre on her car damaged 
while'she was staying over¬ 
night at Mr Bussey's heme in 
Markfield.

Monk, of Leicester, admitted 
harassing Mrs Sands between 
January 1 and August 27 this 
year. He was fined £1.000 and 
ordered u pay £2,000 compen¬ 
sation to his former lover, a 
part-time shopworker, 
another £1.000 to Mr Bussey, 
and told not to contact the 
couple for at least a year.

THE Slovak Embassy joined 
British ministers yesterday in 
trying to stop hundreds of 
Gipsies seeking asylum in 
Britain. As a further 30 Czech 
and Slovak Gypsies headed 
for Dover, the Slovak authori¬ 
ties warned that they would 
not be welcome in Britain. 

Earlier in the day 23 Czechs 
and one Slovak had arrived at 
Dover, bringing the number 
who have sought asylum since 
the weekend to 220. After 
being interviewed by immi¬ 
gration officials. 13 oF the 24 
withdrew asylum claims and 
were returned to France. 

The Slovak Embassy inter¬ 
vened after a series of inter¬ 
views with Mike O'Brien, the 
Immigration Minister, were 
broadcast and published in 
Slovakia and the Czech Re¬ 
public. He gave warning that 
bogus asylum-seekers would 
belreated toughly. 

In the statement the embas¬ 
sy said: “We warn everyone 
who is planning to come to the 
UK and apply through the 
asylum system to think twice." 
Slovak officials said they were 
determined to stop benefit 
cheats. 

Sir Brian Mawhinney. the 
Shadow Home Secretary, has 
written to Mr O'Brien de¬ 
manding that the Government 
protect the local services of the 
people in Kent by imposing 
visa requirements on all Czech 
and Slovak citizens. Visa re¬ 


quirements have been im¬ 
posed on countries such as 
Colombia that suddenly pro¬ 
duce an increase In asylum- 
seekers. but in this case it 
would cause diplomatic diffi¬ 
culties. given the Govern¬ 
ment’s policy of encouraging 
integration between Central 
European states and the EU. 

Last night Geoffrey Martin, 
who represents the European 
Commission in Britain, de¬ 
fended the system for asylum- 
seekers. “There is absolutely 
. no'evidence that slack border 
controls have contributed to 
the current situation,** he said. 

The Dublin Convention, the 
agreement that has under¬ 
mined Britain's ability to 
remove EU asylum-seekers 
travelling without visas, was 
signed in 1990 by David 
Waddington, then the Conser- 
.vaiive Home Secretary. It 
came into force last month. 

Until then, any' asylum- 
seeker travelling without a 
visa who passed through 
another EU state could be sent 
back on the ground that the 
application should have been 
lodged with the first safe 
country. Now, non-EU asy¬ 
lum-seekers travelling without 
a visa can apply for asylum in 
the country in which they wish 
to live.

Losers and winners wait for their fate

CLUSTERED in a disused 
home for die elderly, the 
latest batch of 19 asylum- 
seekers to arrive in England 
knew they were the lucky 
ones. In Calais. 50 Czech and 
Slovak Gypsies, including 30 
children, woke up from a 
night on the ferry terminal 
floor after being refused en¬ 
try to Britain. 

Two families at Calais de¬ 
cided to accept an offer of 
free transport home, but oth¬ 
ers have now opted to seek 
political asylum in France. 
Although they have little 
chance of success, the French 


authorities are powerless to 
move them on, as they have 
die right to stay wi thin the 
ElTs open-frontier area for 
three months. 

A weary French immigra¬ 
tion official said: “All their 
passports were issued within 
the last few weeks. We get the 
clear impression that it suits 
their Government to get rid 
of these people." 

Milan, 34. the Calais 
group's self-appointed 
spokesman, cradling his 
three-year-old daughter. 
Barbara, said: “AD we want is 
to work freely and for our 


kids to be able to go to school 
without being afraid." 

He was refused entry to 
Britain with his wife and five 
children, and daimed that 
most of die group had no 
idea what they were doing 
when they agreed to sign 
deportation papers. 

In Margate, some of the 19 
women and children spend¬ 
ing their first fad day in 
England described how they 
watched a documentary on 
their compatriots' lifestyle m 
Britain and immediately 
began selling furniture to 
buy travel tickets. They said 
that they were waved through 
Germany and France, where 
onfy cursory checks of their 
passport weir made. 

-The group comes mainly - 
from Brno, in the east of the 


Czech Republic; where they 
claimed to have been evicted 
from an apartment block. 
Natasha. -46. a street deaner 
who travelled with her hus¬ 
band, Aladar. two daughters 
and six grandchildren, said: 
“The landlords said if we did 
not go voluntarily we would 
be on foe streets. 

“Nobody in our lives has 
treated ns as well as foe' 
people here in England-

Ailing ladybirds prompt warning on genetically modified crops

SCIENTISTS in Scotland have urg¬ 
ed caution in the introduction of 
genetically modified crops after dis¬ 
covering that they could .hum '. 

Nick Birch and a team from the 
Scottish Crop Research Institute in 
Dundee found that female lady-' 


birds that ateapiridslftai had fedOn■ 
. genetically modified potatoes laid 
fewer eggs and lived only half as 
Joogastim average. Theteaxti tested 
ar. potato plant that; had been 
‘ modified to produce, a natural, 
'insecticide that discouraged aphids 
from feeding on them. ,; 

.. The team found that themodified. 
potatoes' did indeed suffer reduced 


attack by aphids in greenhouse 
conditions. The reduction, of 50 per 
cent was useful but insufficient on 
hs own. so it was important that 
ladybirds, the natural predators of. 
-aphids, also did their umk. 

- - life team says in the annual 
repeat of the SCRI that the ladybirds 
continued to eat the aphids so it was 
dear that there had bren no change 


in the palatability iff the aphids. 
However, once the ladybirds mated, 
the females laid fewer eggs, and the 
number failing to hatch in the first 
week was almost three times higher 
—92 on normal potatoes, compared 
witii 23 on the genetically modifed 
potatoes. . 

When males that had eaten 
aphids frcsn the transgenic potatoes 


were mated with normal females, 
four times as many unfertilised e^s 
resulted. The females lived anhr 36 
days if they had eaten aphids from 
the transgenic potatoes, rather than 
the normal 74 days. Hie lifespan of 
the males was unaffected. 

These results suggest that intro¬ 
ducing transgenic crops of this type 
could have some unexpected conse¬ 


quences and that strategies for 
using them must be tested carefully 
first, under field conditions. The 
team suggests that planting 
transgenic and normal crops in 
adjacent fields could reduce any 
damaging, effects an ladybirds. 
Longer-term experiments over sev¬ 
eral generations are now needed, 
they say.

Ian Murray on a call for health 
professionals to take the use of 
complementary therapy seriously 





THE Prince of Wales last 
night launched a national 
debate into the role of comple¬ 
mentary medicine. In a 
lecture at St James's Palace, 
he outlined his idea for using 
aJiemarive therapies along¬ 
side conventional medicine ro 
create "more patient-centred 
healthcare". 

He said that tremendous 
advances had been made in 
scientific and biological re¬ 
search. to the extent that 
conditions once thought un- 
rreatable could be cured. “But 
dearly this alone is not fulfill¬ 
ing all our healthcare needs 
as large numbers of people 
are paying to seek help from 
complementary medical prac¬ 
titioners. We simply cannot 
ignore what is a very real 
social phenomenon." 

He said some complemen¬ 
tary treatments seemed to 
work where orthodox ones 


failed. "We need to create an 
environment in which 
patient-centred healthcare 
can flourish." 

His initiative is an attempt 
to end confusion over the 
multitude of complementary 
and alternative medicines, es¬ 
tablish through research 
which of them are effective, 
then work, out regulations for 
their use in tandem with 
conventional medicines. 

There are 143 professional 
organisations for complemen¬ 
tary and alternative medi¬ 
cines. covering 14 disciplines 
including acupuncture and 
yoga. This has led to a 
confusing situation for doc¬ 
tors and the growing number 
of patients who ask to be 
referred to complementary 
medical practitioners. The 
confusion Is aim pounded by 
there being at least 100 
courses for training in com-

plementary and alternative 
mediants,- many of them 
unaccredited by the organ¬ 
isations concerned. 

Recent surveys have shown 
that 25 per cent of patients 
have tried complementary 
and alternative medicines, 
that 20' per cent of GPs have 
asked fur some kind of train¬ 
ing about them and that 40 
per cent of GPs have made a 
referral to such a practitioner. 


Complementary medicine 
sales are now well over 
£100 million a year and the 
amount sold is increasing try 
15 per cent annually. The 
National Health Service pays 
for a tiny amount of alterna¬ 
tive treatment — not more 
than about £1 million nat¬ 
ionally.

In February last year, die 
Prince derided to call a semi¬ 
nar of experts in the two kinds 
of medicine to see what could 
be done to integrate their 
treatment in the mainstream..

Labour rebels 


F our MEPs are refusing to toe the 
party line over PR for European 
elections. James Landale reports 


FOUR Labour Euro-MPs are 
today expected to defy Tony 
Blair and risk expulsion from 

the party for their repeated 
public criticism of new inter¬ 
nal selection procedures for 
the next elections to the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament 
party whips have given the 
rebels until 3pm to promise to 
abide by a new aide of conduct 
that will ban them from 
talking to the media about the 
issue. If they refuse they face 
disciplinary action. 

Yesterday Ken Coates 
(North Nottingham and Ches¬ 
terfield) and Hugh KerT (Es¬ 
sex West and Hertfordshire 
East) said that they would not 
sign up to the code of practice. 
Alex Falconer (Mid-Scotland 
and Fife) said he was seeking 
clarification and Michael 
Hindley [Lancashire South) 
was out of the country. 

The four have condemned 
the selection procedures being 
planned by the party under 
the new system of proportion¬ 
al representation (PR) for the 
1009 European elections. De¬ 
rails of the new arrangements 


have yet to be announced, but 
Britain will be divided into 12 
regions returning MEPs in 
proportion to the number of 
votes cast. Voters will choose a 
party rather than a candidate. 

The rebels fear that party 
chiefs will use their new-found 
control of the closed party lists 
to purge “old Labour" MEPs 
from the Strasbourg Parlia¬ 
ment. They believe that candi¬ 
dates identified as old Labour 
will be placed low down on the 
lists, below younger, new Lab¬ 
our candidates. greatly reduc¬ 
ing their chances of being re¬ 
elected. They also object to 
being raid to remain silent. 

The code, agreed last month 
by the national executive,and 
sent to all 62 Labour MEPs, 
savs that they should support 
the parry's manifesto plans for 
PR “and no member shall give 
statements to the media about 
any aspect of the party selec¬ 
tion procedures which are a 
matter for internal party dis¬ 
cussion and decision ". 

Mr Coates said this 
breached European Parlia¬ 
ment rules, which say that

MEPs should be able to 
“exercise their mandate inde¬ 
pendently". He has persuaded 
Jose-Maria Gil-Robles, Presi¬ 
dent of the European Parlia¬ 
ment. to set up an inquiry. 
Labour chiefs deny that the 
axle breaks any rules. 

Mr Coates said: “I am not 
going to sign up to the code. I 
just don't recognise its legiti¬ 
macy. It is not up to a political 
party to instruct its members 
whether to talk to the press 
about proportional represen¬ 
tation or not." 

Mr Kerr said: “We have got 
no intention of abiding by the 


code." Mr Falconer would not 
reveal his intentions but re¬ 
peated his attack on the code, 
which he said was “draconian 
intrusion" into his civil 
liberties. 

In a letter to Mr Coates. 
Tom Sawyer. Labour’s gener¬ 
al secretary, insisted there was 
no question of gagging MEPs 
but said the code was “only 
trying id assist the good work¬ 
ing relations between mem¬ 
bers and within the party". 

Simon Murphy* Labour’s 
Chief Whip in Strasbourg, 
wrote to the four MEPs yester¬ 
day urging them to toe the line 


or face "the commencement of 
disciplinary measures”. This 
could include withdrawing the 
party whip, suspension or 
even expulsion. 

Wayne David, leader of the 
European Parliamentary Lab¬ 
our Party, pulled out of a 
planned meeting with Mr 
Coates yesterday after the 
rebel MEP insisted on having 
a witness present. Mr David 
publicly dissociated himself 
from Mr Coates’s position and 
insisted that the code of prac¬ 
tice was sensible.

Police uncovered the 
killings during a fraud inves¬ 
tigation at tile home, where 
they heard talk of active 
euthanasia and mercy kill¬ 
ings. A police statement said 
that the nursing assistant, 
who worked at the home in die 
capital’s West End from June 
19^4 until being dismissed in 
March, was arrested on Mon¬ 
day.

They gave as an 
example the year 1995 when 
14 residents died in the assis¬ 
tant’s charge. On another 
floor, with people of similar 
age and physiral condition, 
there were only three deaths. 
In Vesterbro, a working- 


class district of Copenhagen, 
the nursing home now has 76 
residents plus a staff of about 
100. Its name was being 
protected by the court, but lb 
Schulte its director, said resi¬ 
dents and employees had been 
deeply shocked not only by the 
arrest but also by what he 
called a media invasion. 

Pia Jensen. 58. who lives 
next door, asked: “How is it 
possible that no one noticed 
anything at all for three years, 
and how did the doctors sign 
the victims’ death certificates 
without turning a hair?* 

Danish healthcare officials 
are worried that the case could 
further erode a flagging 
confidence in local care for the 
elderly. Erik Lehm, president 
of Denmark's National Asso¬ 
ciation of Senior Citizens' 
Homes said: "Trust in the 
system for caring for the 
elderly has been badly shaken 
by this horrible affair. 

“Active euthanasia is pro¬ 
hibited by law. We must 
remind administrators to be 
on die lookout for all suspi¬ 
cious deaths." 

The Copenhagen nursing 
home toll is far from the 
highest of its kind. Austria 
was shaken in 1989 by revela¬ 
tions that care staff killed at 
least 40 residents of a Linz 
nursing home. In 1983 the 
former head of a Norwegian 
institution in Trondheim was 
convicted of taking the lives of 
22 patients.

Czechs hark back to communist rule 


CZECH people are increas¬ 
ingly dissatisfied with the 
Velvet Revolution and bumpy 
road to capitalism: 77.7 per 
cent now see merits in the 
communist system and one in 
four wants the old system 
back. 

A series of opinion surveys 
shows that it is not only 
Romanies who are tired of the 
present system. The 10S9 revo¬ 
lution in Prague was widely 
praised as a model of transi¬ 
tion from bankrupt commu¬ 
nism. The divorce from 
Slovakia in 1993, moreover, 
gave the Czechs a sense of 
privilege and prosperity. The 
Czechs are among the front 
runners for European Union 
and Nato membership and 
Prague has become one of the 
main tourist magnets of the 
Continent. 

Yet the mood has turned 
sour. Only 44 per cent now 
approve of developments since 
1989. according to the Centre 
for Imperieal Research. Six 
months ago 52 per rent ap-

proved. Another poll, conduct; 
ed by the Institute of Public 
Opinion Research, showed 26 
per cent approval for the new 
system — and 25 per cent said 
they longed for the old days.

43 per cent declaring that 
socialism was “no tragedy”. 
Czechs questioned by Factum 
praised the improved travel 
opportunities and freedom of 
expression, but said they 
missed a free national health 
system and education, subsi¬ 
dies for farmers and public 
transport. 

The positive aspects of com¬ 
munism were acknowledged 
by 77.7 per cent of Czechs. A 


typical comment recorded by 
the pollsters was, “what is the 
pointof freedom if I don’t have 
a job?”. Others .complained 
about the rising crime rate, the 
breakdown of social solidari¬ 
ty, materialistic attitudes and 
the unthinking shift of alle¬ 
giance from Moscow to Wash¬ 
ington. Critical voices were 
heard not only from those an 
the Left, but also the far right 

The Czechs are evidently 
more pessimistic than their 
neighbours. In Poland a re¬ 
cent poll showed that only 19 
per cent would rather live 
under the old system, and 73 
per cent expressed satisfaction 
with the present democratic 
order. 

The basic reason for the 


Czech discontent is the dash¬ 
ing of expectations that the 
strict monetarism and free 
market commitment df Variav 
Klaus, the Prime Minister, 
would lead to general prosper¬ 
ity. Modi confidence has

De Beers cuts 
diamond deal 
to seal cartel

DE BEERS, the giant South 
African diamond cartel has 
signed an agreement with 
Russia's biggest diamond 
producer giving the Russian 
company a role in regulating 
the world market and af¬ 
firming the Russian dia¬ 
mond-cutting industry’s 
rights. 

Hie deal, which comes 

after months of wrangling 
since De Beers ended its 
Russian contract at the end of 
last year, represents a signifi¬ 
cant concession by the South 
Africans. Russian diamonds 
have in the past accounted for 
26 per cent of De Beers’s 
overall sales. 

Under the agreement, 
signed yesterday in Moscow 
by Nicholas Oppenheimer, 
chairman-elect of De Beers 
Centenary AG, and Vyaches¬ 
lav Shtyiuv, President of 
Almazy Rossii-Sakha (ARS), 
De Beers will buy a minimum 
of $550 million (£340 million) 
of diamonds a year from the 
Russian company — 40 per 
cent of its output The bulk of 
die rest will go to Russian 
domestic markets or be sold 
within the Commonwealth of 
Independent States. 

The terms differ little from 
the previous agreement in 
1990 under which De Beers 
bought about 95 per cent of 
the Soviet Union's diamond 
exports. Now, however, the 
Russian company gains equal 


rights on the regulation of the 
volume, assortment and pric¬ 
ing of its exports. 

A small but unspecified 
quantity of Russian dia¬ 
monds will also be exported 
by a separate stale-owned 
Russian company, Almaz- 
juvelirexport, a move hitherto 
resisted by De Beers. 

The agreement also gives 
the Russian diamond cutting 
and polishing industry pre¬ 
emptive rights in the selection 
of uncut gems. Some Russian 
cutting plants will be invited 
to London diamond sales 
organised by De Beers.

Moscow envoy speaks his min d

THE new face of Russia is 
smooth, efficient, professional 
and thoroughly at home in the 
West. But Yuri Fokine. the 
new Russian Ambassador 
who arrived in London at the 
same time, as New Labour, 
will not always give Tony 
Blair a smooth ride. 

Within days of the Prime 
Minister’s visit to Moscow. 
Russia announced that it was 
joining France and Germany 
in a regular triangular summ¬ 
it meeting. That immediately 
raised questions in London: 
was Britain being left out? 

"This is a rather mechanis¬ 


tic altitude,” Mr Fokine re¬ 
plied in faultless affable Eng¬ 
lish. "An Englishman will 
always remain an English¬ 
man. We shouldn’t get into 
some sort of competition vis-a- 
vis other European countries." 

He said Mr Blair had 
warmed hearts in Moscow, 
and struck, up good personal 
relations with President Yelt¬ 
sin. Anglo-Russian relations 
were in fine shape, he insisted, 
based on 400 years of history. 

Nato is still a cloud on East- 


West relations, despite the 
arrival in Brussels yesterday 
of the first Russian military 
representative to the alliance. 
Mr Fokine warned Britain 
against assuming that Russia 
was now happy about the 
alliance’s expansion. 

But the focus has changed: 
With the Cold War over, Mr 
Fokine’s job is less to talk 
politics than to plunge into the 
thick of capitalist economics. 
Russia needs investment and 
sees die City as a key to its 


future. The ambassador is 
already at home in the board- 
rooms of Britain’s big banks. 
He wants the captains of 
British industry to feel as 
welcome in Russia, but admits 
that crime is stijU a 
disincentive. 

Only one thorn punctures 
smooth Anglo-Russian rela¬ 
tions: the vexatious question of 
visas. Mr Fokine refused to 
blame Britain for the stories of 
delay and intrusive question¬ 
ing of Russian applicants.

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Papon saved Jews 


says trial historian

THE historian who helped to 
expose the alleged Nazi collab¬ 
orator Maurice Papon 16 
years ago has come forward to 
claim that the man accused of 
sending hundreds of Jews to 
their deaths saved many from 
the gas chambers. 

Michel Berges told Lc 
Monde that recent research 
had convinced him that the 
prosecution case was Sawed 
and that M Papon, 87, who is 
chained with complicity in the 
Nazi genocide as a senior 
official of the Vichy regime, 
was being made into “a polit¬ 
ical myth". 

M Berges, who is due to 
testify in the continuing trial 
in Bordeaux, was among the 
first to uncover M Papon’s 
wartime role as secretary- 
general of the Gironde, but he 
now says that subsequent 
research has raised doubts 
over the extent of his guilt 

"Papon has been made re¬ 
sponsible for all the deporta¬ 
tions of Jews because he

signed a lor of documents. 
They have made him into a 
media creation, clumsily de¬ 
formed him into someone 
responsible for the entire 
mechanism," M Berges said. 

The historian claimed that 
M Papon had worked with 
Joseph Cohen, the chief rabbi 
of Bordeaux, and Pierre 
Garat, head of the Jewish 
Affairs Office, to remove 
names from lists of Jewish 
deportees. 

M Berges said that docu¬ 
mentary evidence, ignored fay 
the prosecution, showed that 
M Papon had been caught 
removing 130 names from the 


lists in 1943 and had been 
reported to his superiors in die 
Vichy hierarchy. He estimated 
that 400 Jews may have been 
saved through such efforts. 

M Papon, who stands ac¬ 
cused of organising the depor¬ 
tation of more than 1,500 Jews, 
has testified under oath that 
he helped many people to 
escape persecution as a senior 
official of the pro-Nazi regime 
and never signed deportation 
orders. 

M Beiges has now backed 
up the chums, insisting that M 
Papon had no authority to 
round up Jews and merely 
counter-signed orders fay his 


bosses. *T am categorical on 
this matter and I put my 
credibility as an analyst on the 
line: Maurice Papon did not 
furnish lists of poeple to be 
arrested." 

Lawyers representing the 
families of M Papon’s alleged 
victims reacted angrily to M 
Berges’s assertions, saying he 
shotild have waited until he 
was called to testify. The 
historian’s claims have bol¬ 
stered the defence case, and 
added an extraordinary new 
twist to a trial that even M 
Papon claimed was a "fore¬ 
gone conclusion”. 

In Bordeaux, a lawyer for M 
Papon presented in court yes¬ 
terday a sub-marfainegun al¬ 
legedly given to M Papon by 
Israeli officials for helping 
them in a secret mission. 

The weapon was presented 
to back up a daim by M 
Papon that he was not an anti- 
Semite. The lawyer add tile 
gun was given to M Papon “by 
the Israeli authorities to thank 
him for services rendered to 
the state of Israel", including a 
secret 1945 operation when he 
was prefect in Corsica.

A FLEET of lorries and 
cranes, maimed by hundreds 
of roadworkers. is being 
deployed to replace sand that 
vanished from Rio de Janei¬ 
ro’s Copacabaxia Beach as 
hurricane force winds and 
unusually high waves struck 
the Brazilian city's coast. 

The worst storms to have 
struck the area in decades are 
being blamed on El Nino — a 
warm water current that origi¬ 
nates from the Pacific Ocean. 

It is thought to be the cause 
of the climatic upsets, such as 
floods and severe droughts, 
that have been reported across 
the South American continent. 

"El Nino caused Copacab¬ 
ana to vanish." announced a 
headline in El Globo. Much 
of the 260ft-wide sandy beach, 
one of Rio's main tourist 
landmarks and stretching 
along a three-mile coastline, 
had begun to disappear with 
high tides and I Oft waves last 
Thursday. 

Huge choppy waves swal¬ 
lowed sand “as though taking 
it back into the ocean", report¬ 
ed Rio's meteorological office. 

The stormy weather wors¬ 
ened over the weekend with 
90mph easterly and south¬ 
easterly winds that swept over 
Copacabana beach and blew 
the remaining sand on to 
promenades and avenues 
ranting parallel to the coast. 

“I woke up one morning to 
see that my favourite beach 
had disappeared and the 
ocean came righr up to the 
street,” said one local resident. 
The high tides also engulfed 
die smaller Arpoador Beach, 
south of Copacabana, also 
usually a hub of activity. 

Lorry loads of golden sand 
were yesterday brought in 
from beaches outside town 
and tonnes more, which had 
piled along the - promenade 
walls, was put back in place. 

“We have employed every 
roadworker. and rubbish col¬ 
lector in the district to help to 
restore ourheach to its idyllic 
I self," said Carlos Diaz, who is 
heading the operation.

After 1 had sat for 
two hours wearing a white 
cape and draping swatches of 
colour around my neck, Hen¬ 
ry announced that I was a

right. I did look “enhanced" by 
darker colours — blacks and 
browns and seme of the “dark¬ 
er brights” such as fuchsia and 
burgundy.

So far, 
so good. The col¬ 
ours she was sug¬ 
gesting did make 
me look better, and 
sadly, one of my 
favourite colours, 
yellow, really did 
make me look ill. 

Three hours lat¬ 
er. it looked like a 
jumble sale in my 
bedroom. One half

— obscured by an in¬ 

creasing pile of undesirables

frame. Mostly. I agreed with 
her selection. Many of die 
items were far too small, or an 
unbecoming colour.

1 was immediately 
impressed and inspired by her 
classic Parisian look — an 
Hermes scarf draped around 
a smart navy blazer. She 
looked the part — but then at 
her price range, she could 
afford to. isbecque explained

her philosophy: that this was 
more than just a change of 
dothes. The majority of those 
who see me are professionals 
going through some kind of 
life change. This could be a 
career change, or they might 
have been promoted in their 
job, and need the image to 
match that Or it could be 
more personal, like a change 
in body weight or a divorce, 
and they need to keep control 
of their image. It is a psycho¬ 
logical process, where jmuYe 
changing your attitude, your 
perceptions, and how others 
perceive you.” 

Isbecque tods me in hand, 
and gave me a colour analysis 
and consultation ($175 for 90 
minutes) on what best flat 
tered my figure. Both of these 
echoed exactly what Henry 
had told me. She offered to go 
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shoping with roe (an extra 
$500-$75Q) to put together a 
winter wardrobe. This expedi- ■ 
tion would set me back $3,500, 
but, she assured me “I do not 
have a minimum budget for 
my clients. But die larger the 
budget, the greater the poten¬ 
tial of having the perfect 
wardrobe." She added that a 
12 -piece wardrobe could be put 

together for a more limited 
budget — say $1,500. 

Isbecque argues that after 
an Initial outlay of $250 for a 

full consultation _ 

(which, includes 
wardrobe clearing) 
and her additional 
shopping service, 
you can “shop and 
dress with confi¬ 
dence, knowing 
that you’ve saved 
money and time. 1 
suggest that people 
re-evaluate their 
personal self and 
identity every two 
years.” __ 

One of Is- 
becque’S regular clients is 
Amanda Moire. 48. an inter¬ 
national corporate lawyer who 
consults her at least twice a 
year. "Every professional 
woman juggles three ward¬ 
robes; career, cocktail and 
casual. They all tend to get out 
of hand. Dominique intro¬ 
duces new combinations from 
pieces l already have, and 
help me to discard those that 
look bad. She reduces ray 
wardrobe to its essence, and 
my own signature style. Shop¬ 
ping is such a pleasure 
because you're looking for 
things in a colour and style 
rhai you know w3J look good, 
irs investment dressing and 
saves an awful for of time."

pers. Janet Mick, 27, is the 
director of client services at 
Henri Bendel in Manhattan. 
“Most of our clients are hiusy 
professionals who like toget in.

their arrival.” 

A regular diem is Donna 
Whiting, 50, from Kentucky, 
who recently retired from the 
family betting business.T will 
fly in at least four times a year 
to buy that season^ 
wardrobe.

She’s not scared to recom¬ 
mend plastic surgery, either.

SERIOUSLY: how can any¬

Insofar asmodem wisdom 
goes, being a shipper is not 
about degradation but era- : 
powerinenL Ms Bntterts be¬ 
haviour chimes so distinctly 
with the spirit of the age: her. 
earnest defence of her behav¬ 
iour shows hs untrammelled 
introspection; her actions 
reveal its narcissistic exhibi¬ 
tionism. . Anyway, . walking 
about in hardly any dothes is 
nothing these days, just high 
street fashion: but being paid 
to take them off, that’s really 
modern. This' is know-your- 
price post-feminism writ large 
(for easy reading). 

To be frank, Fve often fdt 
rather doubtful about modes¬ 
ty as it is. Too often, ifs just 
vanity.. Most people would 
take their dothes off if they 
fdt they would look good 
naked. And who wouldn't 
wear, the most minuscule of 


microskirts if they bad the 
legs for it? - 

And Ms Butler so deariy 
revels in the admiration she 
gets just for being a woman. 
She loves the applause she 
gets for taking her dothes off 
and feds validated, that other 
modern buzzword. In a way 
she never has by her academic 
success. . . 

. There is a great truth be¬ 
hind this, a truth that early 
British feminists never quite 
got to grips with: there is 
sametiling in. it for women 
here, too. Sexual admiration 
is not just about exploitation 
and degradation. Feminists in 
France have never had diffi¬ 
culties reconciling their sexu¬ 
al-political belies with the 
desire to be and. be thought 
attractive. Ifs onr problem. 

And from that problem 
s tems aft this. Ms Butler was 
encouraged to develop her 
prodigious cleverness. 1 doubt 
her pretimess was ever 
thought to matter much, and 
if it did, only negatively: 
brains were'aiways more im¬ 
portant than beauty. 

And so they are. But it 
serves only to encourage me 
in my. belief that the one thing 
you have- to do is to tell 
children how beautiful they 
are —almost until they get 
bored with it. It’s the ones 
who never fdt pretty and have 
to make sure they are who 
have such problems. 

Not everyone can be a 
perfect physical^pecinien, but

attractive; they, won’t need, 
vvfaen they grow up. constant 
proof that they are, which is 
surely what taking your 
dothes. off in a room frill of 
braying men is aO. about

As evidence 
mounts that there is 

a crisis in Britain’s 
childcare. Bill Frost 
examines the 
facts and tells the 
story of one victim 

THE GOVERNMENT is to set up 
nit squads" to investigate council 
social services departments as 
evidence mounts of a crisis in 
childcare. Claims of systematic 
sexual abuse at children's homes in 
North Wales, being beard at a 
tribunal near Wrexham, have 
deepened public disquiet There is 
also concern that anon ymity has been 
granted to alleged paedophiles in 
return for evidence. 

The experts who chair such 
inquines say they rarely prevent new 
tragedies. They claim that many 
investigations are an expensive waste 
of time and that recommendations 
are often ignored. Meanwhile, the 
young and vulnerable continue to 
suffer at the hands of those entrusted 
to care for them. 


MAGGIE MURfUYffOHMAT 
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ven at the age of four. Sean, 
knew that the woman’s behav¬ 
iour was unusual; his mother, 
who had died only-weeks earli¬ 
er, had never expected him to play such 
strange and disturbing games. He hated a 
statiger's hands roaming over his body, 
but there was nobody he could tell and 
none of the other boys at the council home 1 
seemed unduly bothered by the “games". 

For die next 12 years, Sean and his three 
brothers, all taken into care when their 
mother died, endured an appalling cata¬ 
logue of sexual abuse and mental cruelty 
at the hands of their house mother and 
other staff, like other children there, they 
began to assume that such behaviour was 
normal, an expression of affection. 

Just days after arriving at the home in 
Essex; where he had .been placed by an' 
East London, council; Sean was sexually 
assaulted by his house mother. The 
memory angers him still. -He stares at a 
point in the middle distance as he recalls 
the day she stripped him in her room. 

‘‘She fdnd^ me first and Aen attempt¬ 
ed to masturbate me, 1 couldn't under-, 
stand why this was happening." - 

As the years passed, Sean came- to 
dread weekends when the children , were 
visited by "uncles"—strangers to him but. • 
men known to staff. They would demand 
sexual favours in return for sweets or . 
other small presents. - , .• 

“When I was about 14 a male member.. 
of staff raped me. I reme mbe r ■ chafrtfafr'/: 
house mother washed my underwear 
afterwards, presumably .to destroy evi¬ 
dence. By then 1 was terribly confused,' 
and so were all the other children who 
had been abused: We had come to regard 
what happened at thar terrible place as 
perfectly normal, yet . instinctively we 
knew it was wrong. 

“The man who raped me thought I was 
joining their ranks, that I was a wilting 
participant in homosexual activity even 
though I was barely pubescent He told 
me about all the other kids he had abused. 

“At that stage you try to rationalise, 
tilings. You - regard the assault.as an 
expression of affection. A little 
later, while I was stiH at tiie 
home, that changed —I 
loathed what was happening 
and saw the attacks as evi¬ 
dence that 1 was unloved, 
unloveable, thoroughly 
worthless." 

When he left the home, Sean 
“lost control”. Intelligent and 
sensitive; he was gripped by 
rage and canfuskm. 

“1 couldn’t, bold down a 
relationship. I didn't know if 1. 
was homosexual or straight-1 
didn’t know if L wanted id live’ 



NO NAMES RULE 


M UCH to the fury of reporters 
covering the North Wales child 
abuse tribunal, they have been 
prevented from naming alleged 
members of a paedophile ring 
accused of indulging in a relentless 
campaign of physical and 

sexual abuse against children in the 
care of Owyd County Council. 

Sir Ronald Waterhouse. QC, the 
chairman of the tribunal, has 
threatened the media with High 
Court proceedings if they print 
names. Meanwhile, witnesses 

have claimed that members of the 
ring used their connections with 
police and social services to conceal 
their activities. All the accused 
have denied the allegations. 

Sir Louis Blom-Cooper, QC, 
who has chaired five child abuse 
and mental health inquiries, 
takes issue with editors who 
question the tribunal 
chairman's decision to grant 
anonymity. He agrees that the 
lessons learnt from past inquiries 
have sometimes been lost 
because the teams involved are not 
responsible for allocating the 
resources needed to implement 
their recommendations. 

However, he has no problem with 
Sir Ronald's derision to gag the 
press. “The problem seems to me to 
be that there is nobody in front 
of the tribunal who is opposing the 
anonymity ruling — the 
opposition is solely from the media. 
“ It is very difficult for Sir 
Ronald to order otherwise when all 
the parties say that this is the 
only way to get people to give 
evidence who otherwise might 
not The needs of a free press — 
requiring that people be named 
when they appear — have not 
necessarily been frustrated. The 
witnesses may well be identified 
when the final report is 
published."

of course, there'have been suicides. We 
were thrown' on the scrapheap—and the 
abuse heaped on. us; is being heaped cm 
other children now, as we speak." 

• Three years ago. Sean, now a young 
father and .relatively at peace with 
himself, took an the council who “impris¬ 
oned" him at the home: He embarked on a 
campaign to unmask the abusers and 
bring - Them to justice. 

"This is not just for my own stability, 
but for all the others abused then, and all 
those who are being abused 
now. There is institutionalised 
cruelty taking place and no 
one seems to give a damn." 

Repeatedly “fobbed off* by 
the East London borough’s 
soda! services department. 
Sean threatened to take his 
stexy to the press. 

-nTte-following day, the di¬ 
rector of social services tele¬ 
phoned. I was ®ld that my 
files.had- been tost that the 
staff I complained of were no 
longer employed by the coun¬ 
cil, and- that the home had 


them for as long as it takes. I’m Talking 
about people who have ruined my whole 
life, ruined my brothers' lives. This is all 
about regaining my self-respect years 
after they took h from me. 

"I want someone to speak up for the 
children who have been made victims by 
social services and then betrayed an 
uncaring system." 

Sean’S words have an all-too-familiar 
ring for Allan Levy, QC, who chaired the 
Staffordshire “Findown" inquiry in 1990- 
91. He found thar social services staff at 
four homes in the county; had subjected 
children in their care to degrading 
punishments.

Service said there was insufficient evi¬ 
dence. The missing files undoubtedly 
played a part in that derision." 

Sean then tried to launch a civil -suit, 
alleging personal injuiy at the hands of 
. serial-Services staff. 1 However* legal aid. 
essential for a High. Court action, was

n"the aftermath of Pindown, Mr 
Levy has little faith in inquiries, 
particularly when they are carried 
out by social services departments. 
He says that an independent Children's 
Commissioner should be appointed to 
ensure that the Government is not 
allowed, to slide out of its obligations. 

“Have we absorbed nothing over the 
past 12 years or so of abuse inquiries? No 
one should be indifferent to cruelty — be 
angry by all means, but learn from the 
mistakes of the past and ensure they do 
riot recur. 

“The Department of Health’s serial 
services inspectorate, which investigates 
claims of abuse, didn’t spot Pindown. 
Where were they? They are good at 
pointing out defects after the event, but 
why aren't they making random checks 
around the country before there is 
trouble? 

“When there are so many blatant 
scandals, one has to ask why they didn’t 
come to light earlier. Whar is lacking is a 
national and independent overview of the 
way we treat the most vulnerable people 
in our society. 

*There is ncr point in being reactive 
when the damage has been done, particu- 
1 * ■" " are subse¬ 


quently ignored or forgotten. 1 am drawn 
to tiie conclusion that there is something 
rotten in the system. The Government has 
to acknowledge that a long look must be 
taken at the treatment of children in care, 
and more money spent to ensure that the 
mistakes of tiie past are not replicated. 
How many must suffer before there is a 
change?" 

. Sir Herbert Laming, the man who 
heads the social services inspectorate, is 
the first 10 admit that “everything is not 
wonderful" in the childcare system. “I am 
far from sanguine and there must be 
considerable vigilance. Nevertheless. 1 am 
impressed by the courage and determ¬ 
ination shown by management in tack¬ 
ling the issues." 

Mr Levy, who specialises in childcare 
-issues, finds it hard to give such praise or 
to be dispassionate about abuse and 
apparent official indifference. He says the 
system should not be allowed to fail at 
such a high human cost, and is critical of 


the lack of follow-up to major inquiries. 
Furthermore, he is "concerned" that die 
media have been prevented from reveal¬ 
ing the names of alleged paedophiles 
appearing before the current North Wales 
child abuse inquiry. 

The tribunal was ordered by William 
Hague while he was Welsh Secretary, 
after Clywd County Council derided nor to 
publish the report of an independent 
inquiry into allegations of abuse in its 
children's homes. Some of the most 
chilling evidence heard by tiie tribunal 
has come from beyond the grave, state¬ 
ments made by six men who died after 
telling police in the early 1990s about 
abuse and brutality in the Bryn Estyn 
home in Wrexham were read to the 
inquiry. 

One man said that he had been sexually 
abused by a-housemaster, who was later 
jailed for seven years. “I have never told 
anyone before about what happened to 
me." he said. "My wife doesn't know. 


neither do my parents. And when 1 think 
about what happened. I am disgusted. 
Now that this has been brought back to 
me and I have relived what that man did, 
1 could kill him for it." 

Without full knowledge of the circum¬ 
stances, it was difficult to comment 
further on the anonymity ruling made by 
the tribunal chairman. Mr Levy said. 
“However, I would hope that the names 
will be in the report when it is finally 
published. On the wider question of 
prevention, though, let's recognise the 
defects before too many more children 
and young people are hurt 

"First. Jet’s have independent inquiries 
and random checks. Then, let's start 
vetting social services recruits—too many 
unsuitable people are being hired. Train¬ 
ing must be more efficient as well, and 
managers must be weaned off the 
principles of the marketplace. Too many 
executives fn social services are more 
concerned with balancing the books than 
with the welfare of those their staff are 
employed to care for. 

"The new bosses have no experience of 
the front line, and that leads to poor 
supervision. And what has the soda! 
services inspectorate been doing? The 
faults in care highlighted during the mid- 
1980s are still there." 

Sean agrees, although for him such 
calls come a decade too late.

I yield to nobody in my admiration for 
Robin Cook Anyone able to combine the 
equally demanding jobs of Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs and racing tipster 
for the Glasgow Herald (a challenge which, 
history tells us. did not even cross Palmer¬ 
ston's mind) deserves every plaudit a 
grateful nation can throw at him — always 
provided, of course, that his copperplate 
billet-doux at the front of our passports will 
not henceforth offer 1M against the bearer 
being able to pass freely, without let or 
hindrance; and, in the eternally tricky matter 
of a statesman's private life, he has managed 
to uphold standards set by no less rigorous a 
moralist than MichaeL PbrdUo himself. 

Furthermore, he is by all accounts so 
eclectic a conversationalist that 1 am pre¬ 
pared to accept die explanation that last 
week's controversial aside on the Kashmir 
problem was no more than a reference to the 
irritation which understandably strikes after 
one has forked out 200 quid for a sleek, 
telegenic pullie only to have it return from its 
first dry-clean with bobbles all over it. Mr 
Cook, in short, never puts a foot wrong. 

Which is what, no doubt, gave him both 
the confidence and the courage to rush that 
foot in where so many of his illustrious 
predecessors have feared to tread, viz. the 
Balkans. Faced, so early in his tenure, with 
the impenetrable miasma which has termi¬ 
nally clobbered many a promising political 
career. Mr Cook did not hesitate for an 
instant He did not muck about He rolled 
his sleeves up. and poked his forearm to the 
bottom of the drain. He ordered his FO 
minions, forthwith, to send the stricken 
Bosnian Serbs a gigantic aid package, 
consisting of “Only Fools And Horses, 
Lovejqy. Absolutely Fabulous, The Brittas 
Empire, Fawlty Towers, One Foot in the 
Grave, and Blackadder. Clearly, our For¬ 
eign Secretary is a man who knows all too 
well what stricken means. 

For whar has stricken the Bosnian Serbs is 
die lack of decent telly. Confronted .with an 
unremitting barrage of regional cultural 
programmes, many of them repeats, those 
previously loyal to Banja Luka's SRT TV 
have fled in their pitiable hordes. Unable to 
take any more wobbly documentaries about 
well-dressing or donkey enemas or jamjar 
museums or rural hats, they have taken 
instead to the streets. They have become box 
refugees. They do not know which way to 
turn. 

That is because they do not know that a 
deeply caring champion is about to gallop to 
their succour. Here is what, announcing his 
splendid scheme on Monday. Mr Cook 
declared; “Not surprisingly, the Serbian [sicj 
people have switched off. We want to 
encourage them to switch back on, not only 
so they can enjoy our comedies and get 
hooked on our soaps, but so they can receive 
a more liberal political message," 

This is not just stirring — possibly 
immortal — rhetoric, it is exactly what we 
should expect from a great Government 
which won power through its burning faith 
in the cathode, cannily recognising that a 
public bored witless by an 18-year-old soap 
opera was not going to pass up the 
opportunity to switch channels, come what 
might No surprise, then, that the great 
tipster should go nap on Sitcom Diplomacy, 
nor any complaint from us. who so 
resoundingly put him there to do iL 
But, perhaps, a small niggling doubt? 
Glancing again at the list of video goodies 
even now winging towards the grateful 
Bosnian Serbs, might we not question Mr 
Gook's trust in chat political message of his. 
given the likely composite picture of the 
country from which it is delivered? A 
country, that is. patently packed to the 
gunwales with workshy duckets and divers, 
incompetent even at the villainy through 
which they dream of escaping urban blight 
or rural fasstlisation, and rich dysfunctional 
parasites, legless from booze, coke, and 
alternative therapies, and venal though inept 
businessmen, and dangerously sodopathic 
hoteliers, and woefully disgruntled GAPS — 
all of them heirs to a long history of mad 
monarch s, corrupt politicians, evil generals, 
bent judges, and Baldrick. Then again, it 
might discourage a few asylum-seekers. 

Lei us give the Foreign Secretary the 
benefit of the doubt. Call it an each-way bet.

S pin-doctors have been at the 
heart of redent comings and 
goings over the Government’s 
intentions towards the single 
currency. Newspapers and rumour 
mills are full of the briefings and moods 
of Alastair Campbell (Tony Blair's press 
secretary) and Charlie Whelan (Gordon 
Brown’s adviser). But the name that is 
missing is much more interesting. No 
one has mentioned Peter Mandelson. 

Mandelson is one of the most remark¬ 
able politicians alive today. Either he 
brought back his party from the dead, or 
has made everyone believe he did, which 
is just as great an achievement. He was 
probably the first Briton to whom the 
American term “spin-doctor", which 
comes from baseball, was applied, 
though the trade is not new. For at least 
50 years, political parties have employed 
people whose job it was to put a different 
spin on news stories. 

So where has he been these past few 
days? He still controls government 
communications. Cynics will suggest he 
is keeping a low profile so that the 
odium of EMU confusion will attach 
itself to Charlie Whelan, with whom he 
does not enjoy cordial relations. Bur the 
truth is likely to be for simpler. 

Mandeleson’s ambition is, and al¬ 
ways has been, political. His route to 
Parliament happened to include a spell 
of spin-doctoring, and he found he was 
rather good at it Bur now he is like an 
actor who wants to play Hamlet, and 
people insist on talking about how good 
he is in Coronation Street . 

What sort of politician is he, and how 
far wilt he travel? We can get an idea by 
looking ar the remarkable career of hits 
grandfather Herbert Morrison, die ar¬ 
chitect of Labour’s nationalisation pro¬ 
gramme, because the similarities 
between the two are striking. Morrison 
was a workaholic who lived and 
breathed politics. Like Mandelson. his 
day always started with the press 
coverage, and if he felt a newspaper 
treated him unfairly, he always com¬ 
plained. Like Mandelson, he tried to 
control his coverage and was over¬ 
sensitive to newspaper criticism. 

Morrison always understood, as some 
d his colleagues did not, that public 
relations was an essential instrument in 
20th-century democratic politics. He 
took care to get to know editors and 
lobby correspondents, and to become a 
crucial source of information for them, 
just as Mandelson has done. 

The similarities do not stop with their

attitude to the press. Morrison advocat¬ 
ed in die 1950s what his grandson 
advocated in the 1990s. Labour, he said, 
would keep its solid working-class 
support, whatever it did. The task was to 
bring the middle classes on board. By 
194S the architect of nationalisation was 
arguing that the nationalisation pro¬ 
gramme should stop. The parallel with 
his grandson is exact: after the 1950 
election, which Labour won narrowly, 
he wrote a memorandum for the NEC 
which talked of the need to “modernise" 

Morrison rose to be Deputy Prime 
Minister under Qanent Attlee. As well 
as controlling the Government's nation¬ 
alisation programme.._ 

he was one of its chief 
economic policymak¬ 
ers. and for the last few 
months of the Govern¬ 
ment's life he was For¬ 
eign Secretary. But the 
top prue. for which he 
lusted all his life, elud¬ 
ed him. Instead, he 
had to serve a Prime 
Minister with whom 

he had an awkward _ 

and uneasy relation¬ 
ship. Mandelson, on the other hand, “is 
immensely influential with Blair now, 
regarded by many as his alter ego", 
according to John Ren tool in his 1995 
biography of Tony Blair. 

Attlee and Blair are the only Labour 
Prime Ministers to have been educated 
at public schools, but that is where the 
similarity stops. Blair's instincts and 
style of leadership are quite different 
from Attlee's, and make him a much 
easier person to work with and prosper 
under. No one could ever have called 
Attlee a "moderniser" in the sense that 
Morrison and Mandelson have used the 
word. Attlee wrote that there is no point 
in “watering down Labour’s Socialist 
creed in order to attract new adherents 
who cannot accept the full Socialist faith. 
On tihe contrary. I believe that it is only a 
clear and bald policy chat will attract 
this support". 

If Morrison and his grandson worried 
too much about what the newspapers 
said, Attlee may have worried too little. 
James Margach, a lobby correspondent 
from the 1940s to the 2970s, wrote; “I

have never known the press so consis¬ 
tently and irresponsibly political, slant¬ 
ed and prejudiced" as during Attlee's 
Government. The Prime Minister him¬ 
self was a figure of fun in the press 
throughout his six years in office." 

But Attlee never seemed to notice. 
When his press secretary, Francis 
Williams, brought him a particularly 
unpleasing reference to himself he 
would grunt That so? 1 suppose they've 
got to write something. Circulation, 
slipping, you think?" He never looked at 
the cuttings.. He. read The Times each 
morning, but only for births, marriages 
and deaths and appointments; he ccm- 

_ plefed The ■ Times 

crossword; and he 
read the Daily Herald 
to keep him in touch 
with what his party - 
was thinking . 

Williams explained 
to his boss that 
Downing Street must 
have a Telex so that 
they would know 
straight away what 

_ stories the agencies 

were sending out to the 
newspapers. Attlee asked what good it 
would do. Williams replied that it would 
keep the Prime Minister up to date on 
the lunchtime cricket scores. 

The week after the Telex was installed. 
Attlee looked into Williams's office to 
ask why his “cricket machine" was 
ticking out the decisions and subjects 
discussed at the Cabinet meeting that 
morning. Williams explained that he 
routinely briefed the political correspon¬ 
dents. “OK, Francis, JIHeave the show 
to you. Good work.* Throughout his 
time as Prime Minister there was never 
a television in DcTvvning Street or 
Chequers. Even if mobile telephones 
had been invented, you cannot imagine 
Attlee passing a mobile through die 
window of his car to a journalist so that 
his press officer could pass on the correct 
“spin", as Blair once did. 

Margach recalled one of Attlee's few 
press conferences. Scheduled to last an 
hour, it was flagging within ten minutes. 
The replies Margach remembered were 
“Nothing in that", “You’re off beam 
again". "I’ve never heard that, have 


you?" and “That idea, seems bonkers to 
me— the Cabinet's never looked at iT. 

■ At ■' last Earnest Hunter, political 
co rres p o n dent of the Daily Herald , 
asked; “Prime Minister. ' we're all 
stumped. Whaf$ numbs- twelve across, 
two words, seven and six letters?" For 
the first time Attlee spokefor morefhan 
ten minutes, reports Margach., “Didn’t 
the lobby know that the first oblique 
reference was; to Hcuner, that the fellow 
who set the puzzle that day likes to pop 
in Latin and'Greek hints to put you off 
the scent.. ." : 

Morrison once visited Attlee at Che¬ 
quers mi a Sunday and asked if he had 
seen file newspaper stories. Attlee 
replied that he did not read the Sunday 
newspapers, “f never know whether to 
believe him."’Morrison said afterwards.. 

No other 20th-century PrimeMinister 
managed Attlee's grand indifference. 
Some, indudtng Harold Wilson and 
John Major, have found press attacks 
deeply hurtful Stanley Baldwin was 
provoked into a fierce counterattack, 
accusing -newspaper proprietors of 
wanting "power without responsibility 

the prerogative of .the harlot through 
the ages". Press attacks provoked Har¬ 
old Macmillan into dismissing athird of 
his Cabinet. Margaret Thatchers at¬ 
tempt to ignore hostile coverage may 
have led to her doom in the form offoe 
poll tax. • 

Attlee’s indifference was. not weak¬ 
ness, as Morrison thought- It was a 
source of strength. It enabled, him to 
preside over the creation of the* welfare, 
state and the nationalisation of one fifth 
of Britain’s economy in the teeth of 
strident opposition from the media. The 
newspapers may have had die power to 
deride and denigrate him and his Gov¬ 
ernment. but he had a big majority and 
the will to govern. He did not have to be 
hurt by their criticisms, and he did not 
have to do what they wanted. 

Blair's Government also has a big 
majority, but it still seems determined to 
avoid policies which will incur press 
hostility, and it feels the need to try to 
strain to control its press coverage. Peter 
Mandelson is now m gover nmen t: And 
he has something his grandfather never 
had: the complete trust of the Prime 
Minister. Perhaps he and his Prime 
Minister should acquire a little', of 
Clement Attlee's sang-froid.

on the plight of 
Europe’s Gypsies 

I n foe past few days nearly 200 Czech 
and Slovak Gypsies have arrived at 
Dover, joining some 60 0 othe rs who 
have come over in recant months. They 
have been greeted with suspicion and 
alarm in broadsheet aisi tabloid news¬ 
papers alike. The very word “Gypsy", 
usually followed tty "hordes" car 
“thieves”, is often shorthand'for swin¬ 
dlers and parasites,- that is, it refers not 
to an ethnic group but to a social type. 
They are stigmatised as Eastern Euro¬ 
pean Gypsies — as opposed, for exam¬ 
ple, to Eastern European Jews. No one 
blinks if an MP dismisses their claims 
and maligns their collective c h aracter. 

What are they trying to escape? 
Gypsies everywhere are mostly illiter¬ 
ate, poor and without proper housing. 
Their health Ls worse and their lives are 
about a third shorter than those of titer 
countrymen. And Eastern - European 
Gypsies are not akme.in their vulnera¬ 
bility: 70 per cent of Italian Gypsy 
families lose at least one . child, while 
among Irish travellers infant mortality 
is three times the national average. 

ihe social and political climate in 
Slovakia — where many Gypsies live in 
squalor and destitution — may be 
judged by - a remark of President 
Vladimir Medar. "It is necessary." he 
claimed in 1993. “to curtail the extended 
reproduction of [thisl)-socially unadapt¬ 
able and. mentally backward popula¬ 
tion." Gypsies are the quintessential 
outsiders of the European imagination: 
and in the Czech Republic, since the 
introduction of a much criticised new 
Citizenship Law, many have become 
strangers in tfaeir own land. 

The European Roma Rights Centre 
(ERRQ. based in Budapest, monitors 
- abuses of Gypsies* human rights. Its 
most repent newslatter documents the 
case of Uudovit Gorej. a Gypsy who was 
bom a Czechoslovak arizen in 1976 and 
who spent most of his life in state-run 
orphanages in what is now the Czech 
Republic. Like many other Gypsy 
children, Gorej was released from 
institutional care at the age of IS with 
nowhere to five and no right to work. He 
was an ^imdocomented aKeri". 

The division of Czechoslovakia in 1992 
has been a catastrophe for many 
Gypsies, because neither new state 
wants them. WWwut any legal represen¬ 
tation. Gorq was seriterired to expulsion 
by. a Czech court, bur . he was then 
refused admittance to Slovakia, the 
country of his new citizenship; at 19 he 
was homeless and stateless. 

Gorej successfully challenged the 
ruling on his status. He won, but many 
others are in limbo. When the Citizen¬ 
ship Law came into effect approximately 
100,000 Roma were instantly designated 
foreigners in the first act of mass 
disenfranchisement in Europe since the 
Second World War. Some aspects of the 
law have since been modified, but its 
substantive defects remain.- 
The EJRRC reports a dreadful list of 
persecution across Europe. It includes 
mob violence against Gypsies in Poland; 
the murder of a Gypsy by a Bulgarian 
policeman; police abuses of Gypsies in 
Pforzheim, Germany and Pisek, Czech ‘ 
Republic: attacks by military officers in 
Bulgaria; mob attacks cm Gypsies in 
Klatswty, Czech Republic skinhead at¬ 
tacks in Slovakia: Gypsies killed by 
unknown gunmen in France and the 
forcible resettlement of Greek Gypsies. 

Itt Romania, mobs have torched 
dozens of Gypsy settlements without 
punishment Indeed, across the region, 
there has been a dramatic escalation of 
violence and hatred directed against 
them since 1989; They have also been 
subjected to routine, institutionalised 
discrimination in almost every area of 
life, from employment to housing. The 
Cwch Republic was singled out for 
criticism by the United Nations Com¬ 
mission art Human Rights for the

Signor Prodi's' coalition of die Left 
relies on the votes of the Communists; they 
are the rotten earth around his Olive Tree 
coalition. Once Fausto Bertinotti, their, 
leader, had announced that they would vote 
against the “EMU or bust" budget for 1998, 
Signor Prodi had a choice between going to 
the country, accepting the centre-right 
Opposition’s offer of a "‘government for 
Europe" or buying out. a bunch, of unrecon¬ 
structed reactionaries. The course he chose 
was bad for Italy; and in his anxiety to seal 
this Faustian pact, he used too short a spoon. 

That is the verdict not only erf any 
economist with a pencil and the back of an 
envelope to band; almostuniquely in Italy’s 


postwar experience, SignorProdi has united 
both employers and uiuons in protest Con- 
findustria, the. employer^ federation, has 
made the obvious point that Signor Prodi's 
promise to follow France in anting the wor¬ 
king week.by 2001 front 40 to 35 hours will, 
by adding 10 to 12 per cent to labour costs, 
jeopardise jobs rattier than create them. 
Pietro Larizza; leader of the U1L union 
federation not only agrees, but says that the 
pledge is a recipe for industrial strife and 
- that' Italy, will “end up paying with social • 
war** fen: the political peace which the 
Government.has bought at such expense. 

Signor Prodi may hope to wriggle out of 
this particular promise, pleading that these 
two pillars of Italian corporatism must first 
agree. But he is solidly committed to other 
giveaways that blow huge holes not only in 
his reputation, for political courage but in 
• Italy’s finances. Even in its original form, the 
1998 budget was a conjuring trick that 
squeezed Italy into its Maastricht suit for the 
time, being, but fell far short of the pension 
reforms without which the State is headed 
for bankruptcy. It will fall far shorter now. 
Almost casually, he has exempted manual 
and other workers from pension reforms, set 
aside 3,000 million lire of the proceeds from 
privatising Telecom Italia for job creation in 
the South and stopped dead the privatisation 
of ENEL, the state electricity giant. Confin- 
dustria says thalwith Signor Prodi's hands 
now tied on pension reform, the tripartite 
talks due to resume today are pointless. 

This'retreat-betrays Italians who have 
shown their readiness to pay dearly for real 
reform. Victbiy in this bailie against the past 
is not only indispensable to Italy’s survival 
inside monetary union; it is too important a 
strategic goal to be subordinated to the 
EMU timetable. Signor Prodi may think 
that he has saved Italy from a crisis, but he 
has laid the ground for a much graver one, 
and it will comesooner than he imagines. 


DISASTER IN THE MAKING 

•= El Nino’s impact should be anticipated now 


The erosion of Rfo de Janeiro’s Cbpacabana 
beach may be the most spectacular example 
of the El Nino effect but it is hardly the most 
important. The impact of this extraordinary 
climatological phenomenon may eventually 
cost more than £10 hilliqh. El Nino is a 
periodic disturbance of the ocean currents^ - 
and winds of the equatorial Pacific Ocean.. 
As a result, weattier patterns tifatnbhnahy , 
travel between the Americas and Asia first 
abate and then reverse course. The con¬ 
sequence is that areas which would nor¬ 
mally expect heavy rainfall receive relatively ; 
little and places that would usually ant-' 
itipate little rain are suddenly inundated. 
This is tnost.dramatic in the.Pacific but it. 
affects the entire planet. . 

El Nino is not in itself noveL Uiitil 
recently, it has occurred on a regul ar basis— 
every three to seven years. The scale , is 
usually modest although always disuptrye. 

It has been 15 years since the Jast major 
disaster whdch led to morethan a thousand 
deaths and £8 billion in expense. For reasons 
that remain a matter of extreme meteoro¬ 
logical controversy, these patterns seem to 
have altered of late. Same sort of El Nino - 
was registered in every year between 1991 
and 1995. In 1996 it suddenly disappeared - 
completely .This year is likely to.witness the 
most serious’ example this century. Average ... 
global temperatures may readv their high- 
est-ever recorded levels this year. They will 
probably be exceeded once agam in 1998. .. 

It is difficult to imderetate the devastation • 
this involves. The vast forest fires in Indo¬ 
nesia, which have.blanketed neighbouring 
nations in' poisonous haze, have been 
gravely worsened by the drought caused by 
El Nino. Harvests have-suffered'and water 
has become exceptionally scarcethroughout 
that* region, halting most mineral pifoduo 


tionjn Papua New Guinea. The rice crop in 
the Philippines has all but failed. The west 
coast of- ttie. Americas has endured tumultu¬ 
ous rainfall from Canada to Chile. Floods 
have prompted vast insurance claims in 
California. The outcome wfil be noted in the 
supermarket as well as South America, 
Grain has- been hit hard throughout the 
southern hemisphere. Coffee prices will 
spiral. Chilean wine will prove a washout 
. ■ If, as seems likely, this is indeed the 
largest £3 ‘Nino on record then numerous 
fragile economies will suffer enormous 
harm: The full scale of their pain will be¬ 
come apparent only next year when the ex¬ 
tremely warm ocean; currents that have 
-rapidly moved from one end of the Pacific 
Ocean to the other finally run their course. 
Sea temperatures, which are currently more 
than 5C above average, should then start to 
cool. The .World Bank has swiftly alerted aid 
agencies to the coming problems. It is less 
dear whether individual donor nations are 
as equally prepared. 

Mankind will never achieve control over 
the elements. That does not mean that 
people are entirely helpless. The American 
Climate Prediction Centre has become ever 
more accurate in its anticipation of both the 
timing and extent of El Nino. Last time, 
cpuntries.that heeded these early warnings 
were able to alter crop plantings, to bene¬ 
ficial effecL Those that did not this time will 
fyave.littleexcuse^ Although the World Bank 
has been vigilant other international bodies 
have been less impressive. Those respon¬ 
sible for advance purchase of agricultural 
commodities have substantial room for 
shar p improvement as welL Brazil’s beadles 
will recover in due course. A more robust 
approach could ensure dial others are better 
able to adjust to this climatic freak.

His piaure joins IP 
others on my wall of Ogoni men who 
today sit in a stinking cell at Port Har¬ 
row! prison: the same cell from which 
they watched toe execution of foeir 
leader. Ken Saro-Wiwa, during toe 
last Commonwealth Heads of Gov¬ 
ernment meeting in Auckland in 1995. 

TWo years on. these 20 young men. 
held for over three years without trial, 
are faring toe same trumped-up char¬ 
ges used by toe Nigerian military to 
justify toe execution of Ken and eight 
others. Their conditions are appalling, 
driving them to a hunger strike last 
month, which resulted in one of their 
number being rushed to hospital. 

This Week the same Common¬ 
wealth leaders who so vehemently 
condemned Ken’s lolling meet in 
Edinburgh. But. at the weekend, 
while Kale Bete and his 19 colleagues 
languish in their dark hole, the Com¬ 
monwealth leaders will be "relaxing" 
at St Andrews. 

No doubt we will hear talk of “pro¬ 
gress" in Nigeria and rails for "quiet 
diplomacy" if prisoners are to be re¬ 
leased. It has already started. Chief 
Anyaoku. toe Secretary-General of 
the Commonwealth, is already talk¬ 
ing of “Nigeria putting itself right in 
the space of toe next 12 months". Ap¬ 
parently, Commonwealth leaders 
want to give the military' dictators a 
chance and not act against them as 
they promised two years ago. Instead, 
they are giving them another 12 
months in which to hold democratic 
elections. 

Have our leaders learned nothing? 
It pains me to remember how Ken'S 
son pleaded in Auckland with the 
Commonwealth to take effective ac¬ 
tion to save his father. They didn't, 
telling him and the rest of us tool 
“quiet diplomacy" would save the day. 
It didn't. 

If Kale and his colleagues are to 
avoid the same fate, the Common¬ 
wealth must act this time. If Nigeria is 
to get its extra year, then every month 
must see another step on toe road to 
democracy, beginning with the re¬ 
lease of the Ogoni 20 and followed by 
toe withdrawal of the Nigerian mili¬ 
tary from Oganfland- If not, then the 
Ogoni 20 will no longer be innocent 
prisoners of toe Nigerian dictator¬ 
ship, but of toe Commonwealth as a 
whole.

mother tongue. This sometimes had 
very distressing consequences. Thus 
the high German of an intellectual 
Swiss was replaced by coarse low 
German on his recovery from a 
stroke. 

More poignant was toe case of a 
Jewsh refugee from Nazi Germany 
who. on reaching the shore of what is 
now Israel, swore that from that day

enneth Wood developed 
and gave Ms name to one - 
pf the favourite fixtures 
“T“ postwar kitchen. 

Tne prototype of. his Kenwood Chef 
electac mixer drew raised eye- 
brows from bankers and other 
hackers when he tried to finance its 
production in 1948* Potential sup- 
pliers.were no more - , impressed, 
demanding money upfront before 
they handed over parts. Bnt Wood 
went ahead regardless, and was 
nchly rewarded for his faith. 
Housewives loved the new product, 
which chopped and kneaded and ' 
peeled and mixed, talung die 
preparatory drudgery out of cook¬ 
ing at a time when domestic 
servants were suddenly scarce. 

The first stocks toreach the shops 
sold out within days. Some of those 
robust early models are still, it 
seems, in use today, but another 
eight million or so nave since been 
sold. The success of tiie Chef turned 
Kenwood into one of the biggest • 
players in the international market 
for household goods. By the time h 
was taken over by the buccaneering 
Sir Jules Thorn in 1968. at which 
point Wood severed his connection 
with the company he had started in 


a Woking workshop in , 1947, 
Kenwood was selling the weald's 


. Subsequmtiy transformed by a 
management -buyout and - a 
stodcmarkel fiotatkm.the company 
celebrates its fiftieth anniversary 
this year. 

Ke nneth Maynard Wood was 
boniia Lewisham and educated at 
'Bromley County School. His father 
died when Kenneth was J2* and at 
14 the boy decided, despite his 
norther’s objections, to goto sea. He 
joined the tramp steamer Hartle¬ 
pool *s a navigation apprentice on 
a voyage to Smith America.. He 
jumped ship- in Brazil on his- 
maiden voyage, but was eventually, 
to remain at sea for four years. / 

■ Bade in England, at 19. he 
enrolled in evening classes to study 
accountancy andelecrtical engi¬ 
neering. He fomid-wbik: in a ratno 
repair shop, and then built up-a 
radio busmess.of his own. During 
tiie w ar Be joined the RAEi trans¬ 
ferred to the Admiralty, he worked 
on the design, of-radar stimulators. 

His first venture Into kitchen 
appliances came after the war. 
when he set up a company witha 
partner to manufacture' toasters. 
The partner’s name- was Roger 
Laurence, and bat for the timely 
intervention of a shrewd account¬ 
ant, what is now one of the best- 
known brands in the world - might 
well have been sold as Woodlau. 


The wartime production effort 
had made' Wood aware of the 
benefits of factory automation — 
and of its potential benefits in the 
- home.Cashwas a problem, howev- 
1 er. The company started life in a 
any workshop next door to a 
fishmongers in Woking, with 
Wood paying himself £7 week and 
borrowing much ofthe E400.he 
needed to znariufacturer his first 
product,'a toaster. 

The Kenwood toaster. Wood 
• admitted, borrowed from and im¬ 
proved on similar products by 
more established- manufacturers: 
labour-saving devices had long 
been common in American and 
Continental homes. The Kenwood 
mixer was no more- original, 
though it was bulkier and heavier 
than its rivals, with a separate 
motor, and its solidity seemed to 
impress potential buyers.. 

The real secret of the Kenwood 
Chef's success lay hot in engineer¬ 
ing fart in marketing, however. A 
Militant salesman, -Wood was 
quick to see that demonstration 
was die best xvay to seO his 
products. When Hvrods took and 
demonstrated 25 mixers, the entire 
stock sold Out almost at once: other 
big. London department stores., 
which - had rejected Wood' when he 
approached them first time round, 
now rushed to order and to 
organise demonstrations. 

Wood was energetic in pursuing 


the . export market too. The 
Kenwood Chef, sold particularly 
wdl in France, where its ability to 
make mayonnaise in seconds was 
apparently much admired. In Can¬ 
ada, where US manufacturers 
dominated the marker, a cunning 
door-to-door sates scheme helped 
Kenwood to make inroads: sales¬ 
men, purported to be doing market 
research on consumer reaction to a 
new brand of powdered milk: white 
the mixed milk cooled in die fridge, 
the Chef was demonstrated to pass 
the time. “We started selling mix¬ 
ers," said Wood, “but we also sold a 
hell of a to of milk." 

Kenwood, which had been on the 
verge of bankruptcy when the Chef 
was first developed, now went from 
strength to strength. Belgium. Swit- 
aeriaod aod Israel were among the 
markets in which it prospered. At 
home, it was able to buy up other 
Companies in the field, and expand¬ 
ed its range to include everything 
front irons to dishwashers and 
waste-disposal systems. Wood was 
a millionaire at 42. 

Ffc had built up an effective team 
at Kenwood, and was able to draw 
on such talents as tiie distinguished 
designer Kenneth Grange, who 
revamped the Kenwood Chef in the 
1950s, and the company finance 
expert Ian Morrow, who helped to 
rum sales into profits. There were 
setbacks, however, notably a disas¬ 
trous foray into refrigerators in the 


eariy I96Qs. and the company 
turned out to be a fairly easy target 
for the predatory attentions of 
Thorn Electrical Industries in 196S. 

Wood did not hit it off with Sir 
Jutes Thom, and was not prepared 
to be a minion; he severed his links 
with the company once the take¬ 
over was complete. He later wel¬ 
comed the management buyout 
which restored the company's inde¬ 
pendence in 19S9, and the subse¬ 
quent stockmarket flotation. As 
recently as 1992, updated versions 
of the Kenwood Chef still accounted 
for almost a third of the group's 
total sales. 

Wood pursued a number of other 
business interests after leaving the 
company he had founded. He was 
managing director of the power 
plant manufacturers Dawson- 
Keilh Holdings from 1972 to 19S0, 
and of Hydrotech Systems from 
1984 to 19S7. He was also active in 
the leisure industry, founding the 
Forest Mere Health Farm at 
Liphook and developing a golf dub 
near his home. But he had always 
said that he "didn't want to be one 
of those goons who ends up with 
£4 million and hasn't lived", and he 
was happy to spend much of his 
time on the golf course. ' 

Kenneth Wood was twice mar¬ 
ried. He is survived by his second 
wife Patricia, the two sons and two 
daughters of his first marriage, and 
by three stepsons.

As commander of 123 Wing 
in the Second Tactical Air.- 
Force during the Nannandy 
campaign hemade an invalur.

Allied advance. German Pan¬ 
zer commander^ were repeat¬ 
edly on the verge of^succumb- 
ing to despair as they moved 
their armour forward only to _ 
be confronted by the spectre of 
the RAFS low-flying; Ty- 1 
phoons, screaming in over the - 
bocage country and wreaKne 7 
havoc on tanks and self 
propelled guns. 

No 123 Wing’s contribution 
was particularly devastating 
during the early weeks of- 
August 1944. fay the end of 
which it became dear that die

Germans had lost the battle.. 
for Normandy. As General 
von JLuttwitz. commanding the 
povyerful Second Tfanzer Divi¬ 
sion recorded: “Suddenly the 
Allied fighter-bombers 
swooped out of the sly. They 
came down in their hundreds, 
firing their rockets , at the 
concentrated Tanks and vehi- ’ 


des. We could do nothing 
against them and we could 
make no further pro¬ 
gress... We were forced to 
give up the ground we had 
gained and by August 9 the 
division was back where it 
started, having lost 30 tanks 
and 800 men." 

Whatever the retrospective 


verdict on the effectiveness of 
Allied strategic bombing may 
be, the exercise of tactical air 
power received a triumphant 
vindication in Normandy. 
Five years later General 
Speidel'S verdict was still that 
“armoured operation was 
completely wrecked, exclusive¬ 
ly by the Allied air forces." In 
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the third week of AugusL with 
the remainder of the German 
forces trapped in the Falaise 
pocket, the Typhoons of 123 
Wing completed the destruc¬ 
tion of the enemy. 

Besides being a triumph for 
the then fledgeling doctrine of 
dose air support of armies on 
the battlefield, the campaign 
was also a vindication of die 
decision to persevere with the 
Typhoon after early models of 
the aircraft had totally failed 
to impress as interceptor fight¬ 
ers at high altitude. 

The Typhoon's excellent 
low-level performance, the ro¬ 
bustness of its airframe and its 
ability to carry much heavier 
rocket and bomb loads than 
the Spitfire, made it an ideal 
fighter-bomber. These quali¬ 
ties enabled wings like Scott's 
No 123 to become the terrors of 
the skies over the Nonnandy 
battlefield. 

Without them, Allied ar¬ 
mour would have had a much 
worse tune than it did against 
the superior Panther and Ti¬ 
ger tanks of the Wehrmacht. 

Desmond James Scott was 
born at Ashburton. New Zea¬ 
land, educated at the Cathe¬ 
dral Grammar School, Christ¬ 
church, and grew'up in the 
North Canterbury hills. He 
served with the Canterbury 
Yeomanry Cavalry before 
joining the Royal New Zea¬ 
land Air Force in 1940. coming 
in March 1941 to England. On 
secondment to the RAF. he 


was posted as a sergeant pilot 
to 3 squadron whose Hurri¬ 
canes were at that time carry¬ 
ing out fighter sweeps over 
occupied France. 

He next had a period with 
151 Squadron, a specialist 
night intruder unit. Returning 
to 3 Squadron in 1942. he 
carried out night sorties 
against German raiders, us¬ 
ing theTurbinlite, an airborne 
searchlight carried by a bomb¬ 
er which was supposed to 
illuminate the target for an 
attacking fighter. This crude 
precursor of airborne radar 
was a flop—and Scott, fay now 
commissioned, did not hesi¬ 
tate to tell his superiors what 
he thought of it Nevertheless, 
he had his first successes 
against German aircraft, 
shooting down several bomb¬ 
ers in the first six months of 
1942 and being promoted to 
flight commander. He was 
awarded a DFC and Bar in 
rapid succession. 

His introduction to the Ty¬ 
phoon was with the newly 
formed 198 Squadron, which 
he was appointed to command 
early in 1943. But he was soon 
posted again, this time to the 
second of the Royal New 
Zealand Air Force’s squadrons 
to be formed in Britain, No 
4S6. In sweeps and night 
intrusions Scott exploited the 
Typhoon’s low-level perfor¬ 
mance to shoot down a Mes- 
serschrruti 109 and two Focke- 
Wulf 190s. to bring his score to 
eight. 

By now he had an outstand¬ 
ing reputation as a fighter 
leader and in August 1943 was 
appointed a wing leader at 
Tangmere. By 1944 when he 
was posted to France to com¬ 
mand 123 Wing he was. at 25. 
tiie youngest group captain in 
the RAF. Besides gaining a 
DSO he was also appointed 
OBE for rescuing a pilot from 
a burning aircraft. As CO of 
123 Wing, Scott and his Ty¬ 
phoons followed in the wake of 
the Allied armies' victorious 
progress across Europe, giv¬ 
ing strafing and rocketing 
support all the way. 

After the war, though of¬ 
fered a permanent commis¬ 
sion in the RAF, Scott elected 
to return to New Zealand in 
1947 and there he established 
an import/export business. 
He was the author of two 
books describing his wartime 
experiences in Typhoons: Ty¬ 
phoon PUot (1982) and One 
More Hour ( 1989). 

He married, in 1944. Joyce 
Ramage, who died in 1969. He 
is survived by his second wife. 
Margaret, whom he married 
in 1972. by the four daughters 
of his first marriage, and by 
the two stepdaughters and the 
stepson of his second. 


SIR GILBERT 
LONGDEN 


Sir Gilbert Longden. 
MBE. MPfor South 
West Herts. 1950-74, 
died on October 16 aged 
95. He was born on 
April 16. 1902. 

THE death of Gilbert Long¬ 
den marks, yet again, the 
passing of the old Tory party 
which owed so much to the 
adoption of Beveridge and full 
employment in the years imm¬ 
ediately after the end of the 
Second World War. Longden 
was an original member of the 
One Nation Group which in¬ 
cluded Enoch Powell, Edward 
Heath, Iain Madeod, Angus 
Maude, Reginald Maudbng 
and Sir John Rogers. The 
group set the tone for the 
Tories in Opposition under 
Churchill, and remained the 
dominant influence in the 
party until Margaret Thatcher 
embraced monetarism in tiie 
late 1970s. 

Longden was the only one of 
the group not to win office. He 
remained an articulate back¬ 
bencher throughout his long 
parliamentary career, which 
ended at the age of 72 when he 
retired at the first of the two 
general elections of 1974. He 
was witty rather than elo¬ 
quent and his comments were 
pithy to the point of danger. 
He is perhaps best remem¬ 
bered for his comment at 
Prime Minister’s Questions 
after Harold Macmillan's 
botched reshuffle of 1962, 
which became known as the 
“Night of the Long Knives”. 
Longden said: “May I take 
this opportunity of congratu¬ 
lating the Prime Minister on 
having kept his head while all 
around were losing theirs.” 
The House was convulsed 
with laughter. 

Gilbert James Mortley 
Longden was born at Casde 
Heath. Co Durham, the son of 
James Morley Longden and 
Kalhleeen Morgan. He was 


educated at Haileybury, Em¬ 
manuel College, Cambridge, 
and the Sorbonne. 

Convinced that war would 
soon follow upon the Munich 
agreement. Longden enrolled 
in the Army Officers' Emer¬ 
gency Reserve and in 1940 
joined the Durham Light in¬ 
fantry, which, consisting very 
largely of miners, was one of 
the mosr formidable county 
regiments in the British Army. 
He was adjutant at its regi¬ 
mental headquarters before 
being posted to tiie Far East 
in 1941. 

He was appointed ADC to 
the Commander 2nd Division 
in India and then Deputy 
Assistant Adjutant General 36 
Division in Burma. He took 
part in the Arakan Corridor 
campaign and the fall of 
Mandalay. He was demobili¬ 
sed as a major and appointed 
MBE (military division). 

At the general election of 
1945 he contested Morpeth un¬ 
successfully. but he was adopt¬ 
ed for South West Herts in 
1950. Longden was an extreme 
moderate on the bad: benches 
of what was still, au fond, a 
right-wing party. He was a 
part author of Change is Our 
Ally before the 1955 general 
election and A Responsible 
Society for that of 1959. 

He was an enthusiastic 
European, serving both on the 
Council of Europe and the 
Western European Union. He 
was also a delegate to the 12th 
and L3th sessions of the United 
Nations General Assembly. 
He was knighted in 1972. 

He was chairman of the All- 
Party British Allan tic Com¬ 
mittee and of the Conservative 
Group for Europe. He typified 
all that was best in the Conser¬ 
vative Party of his day. He left 
Parliament when Edward 
Heath was still Prime Minis¬ 
ter, and would nor have felt at 
home under Mrs Thatcher. 

He was unmarried. 



ARREST OF AFRICAN 
LEADERS

NAIROBI. OCT 21 

Jomo Kenyan*, president of the Kenya 
African Unkai, and nearly 100 other Africans, 
WEse arrested Iasi night and today after the 
proclamation of tbe state of emergency in 
Kenya. Kenya ua, who was found asleep in his 
bouse 15 miles from Nairobi, made no attempt 
to resist arresL 

Others arrested include officials of ihe 
Kenya African Union, such as Richard 
Achieng. its secretary who was a member of a 
delegation in Paris to the United Nations, and 
Fred Kobai, who led the taxi-drivers union; 
journalists: members of the Kikuyu indepen¬ 
dent schools' association, and common ruffi¬ 
ans. Two womoi were among those arrested. 

The authorities are pleased with the quiet 
way in which the operation has been carried 
out and attribute this laif^ly to the display erf 
farce, including the importation of the British 
battalion. Howver. more arrests have son to 
be made and it is too early to say that the 
whole opera ti on has beat accomplished 
without.a shot being fired. There was one 
hitch.

Kenyana is a dynamic personality with 
great influence over the Kikuyu. Long before 
. die war he was president of the Kikuyu 
central association, from which Mau Mau is 
believed to descend. He was in England from 
1930 to 1946. and claims to have visited 
Moscow. Apart from his political activities he 
runs an independent school for African 
children, as described by Negley Faison in his 
beak Last Chance in Africa. He has a 
following among teachers through the Ki¬ 
kuyu independent schools’ association. The 
Mau Mau oath includes a pledge to defend 
Kenyatta. On the other hand, he himself has 
several times publicly denounced it He is 
married to an Englishwoman who is in 
London. 

Although all appeared normal here and in 
the provinces today, there can be no relax¬ 
ation of precautions. There is always the 
possibility that the Mau Mau may read by 
isolated ads of violence, once its members 
have recovered from their bewilderment at 
. the Governments swift action.

Time to clean up 
the ‘media scrum’ 


EVERYONE m the media and beyond has 
been continuing to assess their performance 
on how they handled the reaction to the 
death of Diana. Princes of Wales. This 
week commercial radio has been patting 
itself on the bade for judging its response 
well Talk Radio LUC die national commer¬ 
cial chat station, says it took its cue from 
listeners and simply opened its airwaves to 
the subject until the most talkative people 
had talked themselves out. 

Television executives have already public¬ 
ly exonerated themselves from any sugges¬ 
tion that they created the unprecedented 
reaction to the tragedy rather than merely 
responding to it Reviews are continuing on 
how television will cover any future royal 
deaths, and there is no doubt that 
the coverage will be very different 
next time round. 

Even the Chinch of England 
was reviewing its performance 
this week, and Judged h good. — 
except perhaps hr a few clergy¬ 
men who declined to open their 
churches to mark the occasion. 

Die most interesting response 
so far has been (hat of die national 
press, which benefited from huge 
circulation increases last month. 

A cynic might have assumed that 
the press would wring its hands in

public for a few days, hold a few meetings 
with the Press Complaints Commission and 
wait for the furore to die down before 
resuming its bad old ways. 

So far. the signs are encouraging that 
some permanent and fundamental changes 
to the standards that newspapers set 
themselves will be made, even though MPs 
who take mistresses can be sure of receiving 
the hill traditional treatment 

A new draft code has already been agreed 
in principle and should be ready to be 
implemented on January I. One aspect 
could take a tittle longer trying to do 
something about the “media scrum'’ that 
descends on unfortunates who suddenly 
find themselves in the media eye. often ar a 
time of great personal tragedy. 

This is a problem that goes for beyond the 
press, and great weight is added to the 
media scrum by the arrival of numerous TV 
camera crews and radio reporters with 
microphones to shove in people's faces. 

Lord Wakeham plans to have talks with 
Lady Howe of Aberavon, chairman of die 
Broadcasting Complaints Commission, to 
see whether some all-industry guidelines 
can be drawn up. It wiD be a difficult 
problem to solve. Each news organisation 
has a legitimate right to try to get its own 
words and pictures on a story. It is their 


collective presence that changes the nature 
of die event and the degree of threat The 
hope is that ways can be found at least to 
minimise the time the “media scrum" is in 
action. There arc two useful precedents at 
Dunblane and Balmoral, when journalists 
did their jobs and voluntarily left. A wider 
use of “poo!mg” — using a small number of 
journalists to report on behalf of the many— 
on some stories might also help. In fact die 
lack of pooling arrangements for the 
television coverage of the Princess's funeral 
service in Westminster Abbey is still causing 
squabbles between broadcasters, which 
could end up with the lawyers. There has 
already been an exchange of Idlers between 
die BBC and Reuters Television about 
whether the Reuters news agency 
had any right to transmit BBC 
pictures from the Abbey to its 
clients around the world. 

But the real gain will be a new 
code which will prohibit publica¬ 
tion of pictures obtained by “per¬ 
sistent pursuit” or the result of 
unlawful behaviour. Photo agen¬ 
cies fearing a fall-off in business 
seem to fa* very willing to put 
themselves within the ambit of the 
PCC and sign up to the industry’s 
code of practice. 

The comprehensive changes in¬ 
dude trying to redefine the concept of 
privacy to indude those areas which 


constitute “a private life”, such as a person’s 
home life, health and personal corres¬ 
pondence. Lord Wakeham also wants to try 
to ensure that any level of intrusion is 
proportionate lo the public interest involved. 

The reforms would also promise that 
young people should be able to complete 
their full-time education without unneces¬ 
sary press intrusion, and the story should 
not be published about the children of the 
well-known unless there is justification for 
die story other than the relationship with 
either parent 


THERE will always be problems of defini¬ 
tion. and some editors will undoubtedly try 
(o test the new code to its limit But so many 
changes are involved that they should not be 
dismissed as window-dressing 

The proposed changes being embraced by 
tiie newspaper industry come not a moment 
too soon. If self-regulation is not seen to 
work, then the planned incorporation of the 
Bill of Human Rights into British legisla¬ 
tion will give judges the opportunity to 
extend a legal concept of privacy through 
case law. 

Who doubts that they will take the 
opportunity.given half the chance?

talk. There are more than 120 
taped or filmed interviews. 

The stories from foe early 
days include how Cecil Lewis, 
the first director of pro¬ 


grammes under John Reith, 
tried to keep the well-known 
violinist Daisy Kennedy off 
the air because she was di¬ 
vorced. Mr Rath's secretary, 
Dorothy Tony, recalls how a 
well-known and well-liked 
newsreader was sacked by 
Reith because he was a 
homosexual. 

There was also trouble after 
the war with the televising of 
male ballet dancers wearing 
white tights. Strong com¬ 
plaints were sent to Cedi 
McGivem. the director of 
television, with copies to the 
Home Secretaiy and the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, on such 
shocking broadcasts.

He has unearthed.' and 
shows, documents that passed 
between Sir Burke Trend, foe 
Cabinet Secretary, and Lord 
Norman brook, the Chairman 
of foe BBC. “It was quite clear 
that the Government was 
leaning on the BBC but to a 
quite clever way," Mr Bennett 
says. “The BBC had to make 
its own decision but the Gov¬ 


ernment was worried that 
there would be panic in the 
population.” 

The final programme covers 
not only Maggie's Militant 
Tendency and the removal of 
Mr Milne, but also the huge 
row over the Real Lives docu¬ 
mentary on Northern Ireland, 
The Edge of the Union. 

L ord Rees-Mogg, then 
vicechairman of the 
Governors, makes 
clear his objection to 
documentaries showing al¬ 
leged terrorists dangling 
children on their knees with¬ 
out being confronted by the 
consequences of their actions. 

Mr Milne, who denounced 
the governors in public as 
'amateurs”, argues equally 
strongly that there was very 
little wrong with the pro¬ 
gramme. a pan from adding 
some evidence of IRA violence, 
which was the only change 


made to foe programme be¬ 
fore it was ultimately shown. 

The BBC Chairman at the 
rime, foe late Smart Young, 
told foe confidential BBC ar¬ 
chive how he dealt with Mr 
Milne's apparent determ¬ 
ination. at leasr according to 
foe press, to go ahead and show 
foe programme despite the 
governors' opposition. Mr 
Young said: “If you [Milne] say 
that programme is going to be 
broadcast, that is a downright 
lie. I will meet you at Broad¬ 
casting House at II o'clock in 
foe morning and if. by li 
otlock, you haven’t resolved 
this... and got tiie true story to 
the press. 1 will not accept your 
resignation at 11, 1 will fire 
you.” When Mr Milne was 
finally removed by foe next 
Chairman. Mr Hussey, Lord 
Tebbit said: “Most Conserva¬ 
tives were glad." 

Mr Bennett hopes that the 
BBC will continue its tele- 
vision history and that two 
more programmes, to take the 
story on from 1986, could be 
shown — perhaps around the 
turn of the century. 

“Of course f hope very much 
that this iiistoiy is going to 
continue, and Alan Yentob 
(BBC director of television) has 
said to me quite categorically 
that it will,” Mr Bennet says. 

In fact Mr Yentob is expect¬ 
ed to make just such a commit¬ 
ment later this week when he 
publicly launches Auntie: The 
Inside Story of the BBC. 
which, it is believed, cost just 
under £500,OtX) to make.

Sir Peter: embarrassment 


PRUDENTIAL CORPORATION, 
the biggest provider of UK pensions, 
suffers a blow yesterday when its 
re^ulatpr issued a pifalfe reprimand 
of its handling of the pensions mis- 
selling review. 

Accu sing Prudential - of “serious 
shortcomings” in its ongoing mis- 
selling investigations, the Securities 
ana Investments Board (SIBj) said the 
insurer had failed to act with “due 
skill, care and dffigence”. it went W 
"The Prudential, on its own admis¬ 
sion. has failed to manage the pen-, 
sions review as a major prefect and 


has placed too much faith in its line 
managers and their reassurances.’* 
The statement added that SIB was 
■ “deeply concerned by the cumulative 
effects of the Prudential's failures”. 

The SIB report comes after Pru¬ 
dential missed a series of deadlines 
for dealing with top priority cases. 
Two months ago the insurer in¬ 
creased its pension mis-selling provi- 
' sions to £450 million and revealed it 
had almost 70.000 priority cases. 

At the end of last month Jim 
Sutcliffe, chief executive of Prudential 
UK, left the company abruptly and 
Sir Peter Davis, tiie group chief 
executive, took over the running of 
the UK operation. 


SIB has no powers to fine Pruden¬ 
tial. but the public rebuke was 
designed to cause maximum embar¬ 
rassment to Sir Peter, who recently 
appeared on television advertise¬ 
ments as “the man from the Pro” to 
promote its savings and investments 
products. 

It win also embarrass the Govern¬ 
ment, which in June appointed Sir 
Peter to head its new Welfare to Work 
programme. Prudential has already 
been criticised by Hden Liddell 
Economic Secretary to the Treasury, 
who has been “naming and sham¬ 
ing" tardy pension companies. 

The Prudential responded by say¬ 
ing it accepted SIB'S findings and 


pledged that offering redress to 
customers would be its top priority. 

The Prudential is one of a number 
of pensions companies accused of 
wrongly persuading around 500,000 
people ro leave occupational pension 
schemes in favour of personal 
pensions. 

Sir Peter made no comment yester¬ 
day but a spokesman for the insurer 
said thar executives had not been 
fully aware of how time-consuming 
the investigation had prayed to be. “It 
was not given the priority it should 
have been." the spokesman said. “We 
are. very concerned that we have 
failed to meet agreed targets in our 
resolution of past personal pension 


sales. We have now brought in a new 
man to run the unit and are being 
advised by Price Waterhouse. We 
cannot say whether further provision 
will be necessary, but we hope the 
review will be completed by March.” 

Some analysts suggested that Pru¬ 
dential. which recently retested all 
5^500 direct sales staff, might come in 
time to rely more heavily on sales 
through independent financial advis¬ 
ers. However, the spokesman for 
Prudential said: “Our direct sales 
team is an important part of our 
business and we have no plans to 
disband it."

Bet3com. the consumer 
electronics business. 

Mr Sugar, who is chair¬ 
man of Beta com and Tott¬ 
enham Hotspur Football 
Club, yesterday proposed 
renaming the company 
Amstrad at its annual meet¬ 
ing in November. 

He said: “The Amstrad 
name is the predominant 
brand of Betacom and rep¬ 
resents one of the strongest 
consumer electronics 
brands in Europe." 

After the break-up. 
Betacom gained the licens¬ 
ing rights to sell all 
Amstrad. Sinclair and Fi¬ 
delity household electronics 
products for three years. It 
a Iso acquired Amstrad's do¬ 
mestic satellite business. 

Betacom yesterday said 
pre-tax profir rose 174 per 
cent in the year to June 30 
from £606.000 to £1.7 mil¬ 
lion, an turnover of £3) mil¬ 
lion. (£15 million). Earnings 
per share were 2.12p (0.86p). 
and a 03p final dividend, 
due on December 5, makes 
a total or 03p. 

The company said it had 
put a new management 
team in place and in the 
next few months it would 
review its current product 
range and the future direc¬ 
tion of the company. 


CBI delivers warning 


over skill shortages

THE Confederation of British 
Industry gave warning yester¬ 
day that interest rates may 
have to rise again if growing 
skill shortages increase infla¬ 
tionary pressures. 

But with the CBI's quarterly 
industrial trends survey show¬ 
ing export order books touch¬ 
ing a six-year low, the 
organisation said, on balance, 
interest rates should "stay on 
hold" at present 

The CBlTs stance was 
backed up by the latest fore¬ 
cast from the National insti¬ 
tute of Economic and Social 
Research, which predicts that 
the economy will enjoy a "soft 
landing” next year and there is 
no need to raise rates. 

The NIESR said the strong 


pound, combined with rising 
interest rates and tight govern¬ 
ment spending, will cause the 
economy to .slow sharply. 
GDP growth will slip from 33 
per cent this year to 2 per cent 
in 1998. while inflation will 
remain dose to die target 
measure of 25 per cent 

The NIESR predicts that the 
Bank of England will raise 
rates from 7 per cent to a peak 
of 75 per cent next year, 
although it argues that rate 
rises are unnecessary. But die 
Institute says that there is still 
a 25 per cent chance of the 
country slipping into recession 
in 1998. 

The CBI industrial trends 
survey showed growth in total 
and domestic orders slowing 


over the past four months, but. 
business confidence rising 
marginally — perhaps reflect¬ 
ing. according to the CBI, the 
fallback in sterling since the 
summer. 

Andrew Buxton, chairman 
of Barclays Bank and head of 
the OBI'S economic affairs 
committee, said: “Inflationary 
pressures in manufacturing 
remain subdued, with unit 
costs and prices firmly under 
control, so we believe that 
interest rates can stay on hold 
for now." 

However, he gave warning 
that a build-up of "potential 
inflationary worries”, includ¬ 
ing skill shortages, were be¬ 
ginning to feed through into 
higher earnings growth and 


could force the Bank of Eng¬ 
land to raise rates. 

Export orders continued to 
decline, falling to their lowest 
level since July 1991. The.CBI 
gave warning that although 
die fall-off has not yet ap¬ 
peared in the official figures, 
businesses are likely to feel the 
impact of strong sterling over 
the next 12 months. 

The NIESR also forecasts a 
sharp slowdown in exports, 
arguing that there is little 
credible evidence that UK ex¬ 
porters will ride the rise in die' 
pound. The NIESR says that 
exporters cannot "indefinitely" 
postpone faring up to the high 
exchange rate and are likely to 
suffer from a fall in price 
competitiveness next year.

Oonagh Ryden, pay policy 
adviser with the IPD; which 
opens its annual conference in 
Harrogate today, said: “The 
phasing-out of profit-related 
pay schemes is likely to in¬ 
crease wage pressures in the 
UK economy as employees de¬ 
mand compensation for loss of 
income.”

THE Government announced 
yesterday that it will, if neces¬ 
sary, amend its own legisla¬ 
tion reforming Britain’s 
competition laws to meet le¬ 
gitimate proposals from busi¬ 
ness to improve the new law. 

The Government last week 
published the Bill to reform 
competition policy by adopting 
a prohibitive approach to anti¬ 
competitive practices, bringing 
UK law into line with Euro¬ 
pean competition legislation. 

While ministers accepted 
some proposals from business 
leaders amending its draft 
version of the Bill, they rejected 
a number of central claims 


from bodies such as the Con¬ 
federation of British Industry. 

But speaking to business 
leaders at a CBI conference 
yesterday. John Battle, the 
Industry Minister, said the 
Government is prepared to 
amend its legislation on com¬ 
petition policy during its Par¬ 
liamentary stages. He said 
that even though the Govern¬ 
ment had received more than 
ISO responses bum business to 
its proposals, it is still receiving 
suggestions for improvements. 

Business leaders have said 
that the Bill's proposed penal¬ 
ties and powers for the compe¬ 
tition authorities as too harsh.

AMERICAN plumbers and 
builders dominated the full- 
year results announced yester¬ 
day by Wolseley. the 
international building materi¬ 
als distributor.

Wolseley expects better perfor¬ 
mance in the UK this year. 

Profits dipped 2 per cent at 
the manufacturing arm and 
Wolseley admitted its photo¬ 
graphic supplies businesses 
were being hit by the rapid 
advances in digital cameras.

THE BODY SHOP is taking

consumers? Nobody knows how 
the EMU-zonewill develop. 

Outside the acme; Britain' may 
haw a cripplingly : overvalued 
exchange Tate and high interest 
rates .at tunes. Inside, it loses its 
economic sovereignty and flexibili¬ 
ty forever .But it is impartantfor 
business to move on from these 
ideological debates to how to react 
to the euro when it ames. 

Even with the possibility of 
joining the euro dangled ominous¬ 
ly in front of them, British com¬ 


panies have been' extremely 
reluctant to invest In the new 
systems arid managerial time 
needed to prepare. Barclays 


Bank’s latesi survey of British 
firms who already do business at 
die continent showed that 65 per 
cent had done nothing to prepare 
and, of these, 60 per cent had no 
intention of doing anything. This 
appalling lack of foresight — 
understandable though it is 
because of the huge costs involved 
— will now become more 
entrenched 

Another risk for British business 
of staying out is that Europe has 
already started a process of build¬ 
ing cross-border businesses with 
the promise of great economies of 
scale. British firms are unlikely to 
be the favoured candidates for 
takeover or merger. David Owen, 
of Dresdner Kleinwort Benson, 
believes that the euro-zone will 
offer much stifier competition 10 
British firms than in the past At 
least within the . zone some of our 
horribly backward engineering 
companies could be saved at a 



decent price per share in a take¬ 
over. Outside the zone, these 
companies will simply fail. 

The greatest fear of business is 
that the euro-dub will increasingly 
make polity which discriminates 
against those outside. In tills 
context the British Chambers of 
. Commerce and the CB1 have this 
week been dinging desperately to 
the hope that Mr Brown will 
emphasise the Government's posi¬ 
tive view of EMU at same stage in

Some, inducting Andrew 
Sen ran ce, of the London Business 
School, suggest that Britain should 
put its understandable prejudices 
to rate side and sign up to an ERM 
II with wide enough bands to keep 
some exchange rate flexibility. The 
theoretical beauty of this idea is 
that Britain would reassure its 
European partners that it would 
not indulge in competitive devalu¬ 


ation. As a Maastricht treaty cond¬ 
ition of entry into a single curren¬ 
cy. it would also act as a positive 
statement of intent. It would prob¬ 
ably be enough to head off discrim¬ 
ination against Britain by the “ins" 
and ensure that, if Britain ever 
derided to join the euro, it would 
not be on penal terms. 

Plainly, this would be difficult to 
sell to the electorate. But Mr 
Brown could be doing other things 
during the period of stability that 
he now says he wants for Britain 
after 1999. An analysis of trade 
flows by Mr Owen finds that 
Britain has a comparative advan¬ 
tage in services, particularly finan¬ 
cial and business services, and in 
thr w areas of manufacturing that 
tend to rely on a high degree of 
scientific innovation such as tele¬ 
communications. pharmaceuticals 
and computers. Britain is compar¬ 
atively weak in lower value added 
manufacturing, notably most engi¬ 


neering businesses. Mr Owen 
suggests that the Chancellor could 
improve the odds in Britain's 
favour by a concerted policy 
programme improving the com¬ 
petitive potential of those areas 
where our strength lies. In or out 
or the euro-zone, this would help 
British businesses to be winners 
rather than losers from die single 
market He could, for example, 
introduce research and develop¬ 
ment tax credits, spend more on 
education and announce further 
cuts in corporation tax rates in the 
transitional period ahead. 

The Conservative Party would 
be bound to campaign against 
^picking winners" and “old-fash¬ 
ioned Labour interventionism". 
But Mr Brown has a duty to 
ensure that EMU is good for 
Britain as long as it stays out and 
good for Britain if it ever joins. 
With a thumping great parliamen¬ 
tary majority, he has the mandate 
to do whatever he sees fit.

Virtues of natural gas vehicles 
merit support from tax regime

(CNG) is emerging as first 
choice for a number of opera¬ 
tors, combining practical per¬ 
formance with its credentials 
as the cleanest fossil fuel. 

Factory-built CNG versions 
of Volvos and Vauxhalls have 
already been launched, while 
conversions by British Gas of 
Fords and Rovers are also in 


use- 

Polluting emissions from 
vehicles in urban areas can — 
and, indeed, are — bong cut 
by natural gas vehicles, in¬ 
cluding buses, lorries and 
vans, as well as cars. Today, 
no fewer than 32 local au¬ 
thorities and 54 other organ¬ 
isations are operating natu¬ 


ral gas vehicles in their fleets. 

The prime motive for most 
public service and commercial 
operators in looking at alter¬ 
natives is environmental — 
reducing air pollution, partic¬ 
ularly in the urban street. But 
operating costs have to be 
broadly in line with petrol or 
dieseL or well-intentioned de¬ 
cisions cannot be justified to 
ratepayers or shareholders. 

We, therefore, welcome 
Graham Sea/jeanfs percep¬ 
tive comment about the need 
for fiscal encouragement, as 
with the shift from leaded to 
unleaded petrol. Gas has re¬ 
ceived favourable treatment in 
three successive Budgets, and 
there is evidence of growing 
interest from potential users. 
We are looking for real market 
signals that would encourage 
further investment by indus¬ 
try in making vehicles and the 
refuelling_ infrastructure 
available.

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Trim whodunnit woos 


Can a night of murder, mystery and shampoo attract a 


new audience to the theatre? Daniel Rosenthal reports 


F or West End produc¬ 
ers and their counter¬ 
parts in subsidised 
theatre the question 
has long been: “How can we 
attract new and. in particular, 
younger audiences to our 
plays?- This year, their search 
for answers is taking some 
unprecedented turns. 

Off stage, classic and con¬ 
temporary dramas are being 
promoted with techniques bor¬ 
rowed from nightclubs and 
Hollywood: even the Royal 
Shakespeare Company has 
launched a poster campaign 
aimed, ir seems, ar lads of the 
most laddish persuasion. On 
stage, Ben Elton’s Popcorn 
and Mark RavenhiU's Shop¬ 
ping and ****ing have per¬ 
suaded thousands of twenty- 
somethings to buy their first 
tickets on Shaftesbury Ave^ 
nue. Now comes Scissor 
Happy, billed as “an entirely 
new theatrical experience", 
and squarely targeted at those 
who believe drama is stuffy 
and elitist. 

Written by the Comedy 
Store stalwarts Neil Muliar- 
key, Lee Simpson and Steve 
Sweeney. Scissor Happy is a 
British version of Shear Mad¬ 
ness, the 1980 “comedy who¬ 
dunnit” which became 
America's longest-running 
non-musical stage show. The 
setting is a hairdressing salon, 
and die first scene involves 
conversations between two 
crimpers and ihree clients 
which culminate in the off¬ 
stage murder of a concert 
pianist whose incessant Rach¬ 
maninov practice has driven 
all five to distraction. 

When a detective arrives, 
the audience is invited to 
“direct" a reconstruction of the 
opening exchanges. After the 
interval, stalls and circle can 
cross-examine the characters, 
arguing for their innocence or 
guilt There may be a different 
culprit each night 
The Comedy Store trio may 
bring in Morose line Is It 
Anyway? fans. But Nica 
Bums, production director for 
Stoll Moss Theatres, the play's 
producers, has a wider constit¬ 
uency in her sighrs. 

“One reason we invested in 
the show was to attract those 
people — and I’ve met plenty 
of them — who insist The¬ 
atre’s boring!’, even though 
they’ve never seen a play." she 
says. That attitude, she be¬ 
lieves, coupled with theatre's 


middleclass image, repre¬ 
sents as great a barrier to 
audience-building as competi¬ 
tion from cheaper leisure alter¬ 
natives, notably cinema. 

“Scissor Happy can help to 
counter this stuffy image, if 
you don't enjoy your first play, 
you can be put off for life. But 
the opportunity to join in the 
action in a relaxed atmosphere 
makes this an ideal first 
theatre experience." 

Generating repeat business 
from theatre novices is one of 
Burns’s main goals, which is 
where Popcorn comes in. Scis¬ 
sor Happy patrons can expect 
to receive a mailshot promot¬ 
ing Elton's comedy about a

Hollywood director held hos¬ 
tage by the murderers who 
blame his ultra-violent movies 
for their killing spree. 

For six months it has been 
attracting young audiences to 
the Apoflo Theatre, many of 
them for their first West End 
play. Shopping, RavenhiU’s 
visceral portrait of urban deg¬ 
radation. drew a simUar 
crowd and was so popular that 
it is coming back for an eight- 
week run at tire Queen's from 
January 21. The two plays, 
says Bums, “smashed percep¬ 
tions of what Shaftesbury 
Avenue represents". 

Stoll Moss research reveals 
the extent of their youth ap¬ 
peal. especially when set 
against Efeter Whelan's The 
Herbal Bed , another fine and 
successful play written in 1996, 
but one whose Shakespearean 
setting was less obviously 
attractive to the under-30s. At 
a typical Popcorn perfor¬ 
mance the proportion of the 
audience aged 25 to 34 was 42 
per cent, for Shopping 39 per 
cent for Herbal Bed 12 per 
cenL In the 19 to 24 age group 
the gap is even wider: Popcorn 
MS per cent Shopping 16 per 
cent Herbal Bed 2 per cent 

Popcorn's "brand aware¬ 


ness” among Elton fans and 
the controversy about Raven¬ 
hiU’s title make both plays 
special cases. But, insists 
Burns, "their success proves 
young people aren't daunted 
by price if a play addresses 
issues to which they relate". 

Further evidence comes 
from the West Yorkshire Play¬ 
house. In April, its high-tech 
adaptation of Iain Banks's 
novel. The Wasp Factory , was 
advertised with flyers de¬ 
signed to look tike nightclub 
promotions, and ticketing out¬ 
lets were set up in Leeds 
record shops. The result? An 
unprecedented number of 1S- 
25s turned out Encouraging¬ 
ly. a sizeable proportion of 
those same Banks fans bought 
seats for Shoppings two-week 
Playhouse run in September. 

The country’s flagship sub¬ 
sidised companies are not 
immune to the drive for new 
audiences. The National is 
attempting to demolish the 
price barrier. When Martin 
McDonagh's The Cripple Of 
Inishmaan travelled to Nor¬ 
wich in June, patrons were 
offered a “satisfaction or your 
money back" guarantee: Book¬ 
ings went up and nobody 
claimed the refund. 

Now two “Intro Nights” 
designed for people who have 
never been to the National are 
being planned for 1998. All 
seats in the three auditoriums 
would be available for just £5 
or £7. Without sponsorship 
that would mean a loss — or, 
the National would argue, an 
investment—of up to £28,000. 


T he RISC's partial exo¬ 
dus from London in 
favour of five-week 
seasons in Newcastle 
and Plymouth has made audi¬ 
ence development an urgent 
priority, prompting its first 
television advertising far 
many years (about £20,000 
was spenron 2Fseamd slots in 
News At Ten in the Tyne Tees 
and West Country regions).

It that is the view which the 
dazding; . Qartier exhibition at 
the British Museum is meant 
to combat it succeeds beyond 
all operation .-Not only is the 
validation right — you could 
hardly do much better far an 
exhibition than to have it first 
at the Metropolitan Museum 
in New York and then .at the 
British Museum *- but the 
show itself proves to be' all 
about ait.

Carter there is nothing 
comparable. 

. . No doubt that has been 
tmfortunale for serious reput- 
ation-buflding. But as far as 
purchasers are concerned an 
automatic identification with 
the ultimate , in luxury can 
hardly do any harm. And the 
situation does wonders for the 
exhibition. 

Since Carter, from its man- 
beginnings, 1 , was 
a feather to each 
wind that blows, what we find 
ourselves receiving is little less 
ftan a potted hfai^ of 20th- 
century design.Virtually evay 
fashion that moulded the face 
and figure of the beau monde 
in the first half of the century is 
reflected. Not much of Forties 
austerity.. to be sure, but 
Utfo’tyjewcflejy was hardly in 
' Carter* line. 

The first thing to stand out is 
what the catalogue tactfully 
calls "toe Russian style”. Since 
itwas really in vogue between 
1906 and 1918,itisnotsiiiprts- 
to find that this is really a 
way of saying, imitation 
Fabergi Cartier* client list for 
the 1900s fa virtually identical 
to. that of Fabergt, featuring 
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Powder box and lipstick tube with lacquer plaques, 1927

all the same Russian nobles 
who were presumably buying 
such precious knick-knacks as 
carved animals and flower- 
pieces made up from semi¬ 
precious stones to give to rate 
another. Cartier* flower 
pieces were usually contained 
tn small glass cases. Fhbergtfs 
not, but otherwise it would 
be impossible to. tell them 
apart 

This phase of direct imita¬ 
tion was fairly short-lived, 
however. After the Russian 
revolution Cartier had for 
obvious reasons very much 
taken over Faberge’s role in 
the fashionable world, and 
there were no real competitors 


in their chosen field. Instead, 
there were outside events to 
trigger stylistic change. The 
discovery of Tutankhamun’s 
tomb in 1922 was evidently one 
of these; though the exibitkm 
makes it dear that this only 
intensified something already 
tn existence, right through 
from the large Franco-Egyp- 
tian exhibition at the Louvre in 
1911. 

In any case, exoticism was 
in. The colourful oriental ex¬ 
travaganzas in the repertory of 
the Diaghilev Ballet, first seen 
in Fans in 1910. helped to 
inspire Indian and Persian 
collections, and the number of 
fabulously rich Indian poten¬ 


tates among Carter’s custom¬ 
ers also had something to do 
with it 

The mast important pieces 
in the Chinese or Japanese 
style date from slightly later, 
mostly well into the Twenties, 
and accord very dosely with 
the tastes promulgated in the 
Paris Exposition des Arts 
Deooratifs of 1925, which en¬ 
couraged greater simplicity of 
outline and subtlety of odour, 
the pale green character¬ 
istic of the fine jade used in so 
many Cartier pieces being a 
colour particularly favoured, 
along with coral pink and 
black. 

Between the wars, the spe¬ 


cial relationship of Cartier 
with diamonds fa much in 
evidence. A whole section of 
toe show is devoted to the art 
and craft of deploying dia¬ 
monds to maximum effect. It is 
hereabouts that the big-name 
clients come to the fore, from 
Barbara Hutton to Gloria 
Swanson and even, belatedly, 
the Duchess of Windsor. 

Those who are not totally in 
thrall to toe materia] may well 
feel that the gossip value goes 
up as toe aesthetic interest 
declines. For what, really, can 
diamonds do except glitter and 
be gay? On toe other hand, the 
Thirties do bring in also a 
fascinating dement of Surreal¬ 


ism. especially through toe 
influence (an clients and so, 
indirectly, on Carter* prac¬ 
tice) of Elsa Schiaparelli. 

Fbr the “Treasures’’ audi¬ 
ence the Cartier show fa a 
must, with oohs and aahs at 
every step, not to mention the 
many insights offered into the 
lives of toe rich and famous, 
if not necessarily the great and 
the good. But with its incredi¬ 
ble variety of material and its 
mass of documentation, it fa 
something no one seriously 
interested in the history of 
design can afford to miss.

constituted his shares in ihecam- 
' pony or by reason of a warranty or 
misrepresentation on the part of 
the oampany going to the 
characteristics or value of the 
shares which induced him to 
, acquire those shares. 

His Lordship could not accept 
those submissions. Section 740(0 
required a distinction to be drawn 
between, on the one hand, sums 
due to a member in his character of 
a member “by way of dividends, 
profits or otherwise" and. on the 
. other hind, sumi due to a member 
otherwise than fa his character as 
a member. 

Jfo the absence of any other 
.indication to the contrary, sums 
due in the character of a member 
had to be sums falling due under 
and by virtue of the statutory 
1 con trad between the members and 
the company and the members 
. .inter se constituted by section MfR 
of the Cbmpanks Act 1985. 

. Tb the bundle of rights and 

- liabilities created by tbe memoran- 
dum and articles of the company 

;. (given contractual force by section 
14(1)| had to be added those rights 
and obligations of members con- . 
ferred and imposed on members 
by foe 1985 Acl 

'" For ease of reference his Lord- 
ship referred to the combined effect 
of section 14 and the other rights 
and liabilities of members imposed 


by the Companies Ads ay "the 
statutory contract". 

ht the absence of any contrary 
indication sums-due to a member 
"in his character of a member" 
were only those suns the right to 
which was based by way- of cause 
of action on the statutory contract.' 

That construction accorded with 
' principle. The principle was not 
"members ooroebtsT'. a mem ter 
having a cause of action indepen¬ 
dent of the statutory contract was 
in no worse a position than any 
other oredfrar.' 

The relevant principle was that 
the rights of members qua mem¬ 
bers came last, that was, rights 
founded un the statutory contract 
were; as the price of limited 
liability, subordinated to the rights 
of creditors hared on other legal 
causes of action. -The rationale of 
the section was to ensure that the 
rights of members as such did not 
compete with the rights of the 
general body of creditor;. 

If that was the correct dividing 
line between sums due in the 
character of a member and those 
hot so due. there was no room for 
including in the former class cases 
where membership, though an 
essential qualification for acquir¬ 
ing the chum, was not the founda¬ 
tion of the cause of action. 

Thus it was tow clearly estab¬ 
lished that directors* fees ware not 
due to a director “in his character 
of a member"-even where the 
articles of the company required a 
director to hold a share qualifica¬ 
tion and provided far the 
remuneration of the directors. 

In both Addiestonc and Webb it 
had been held that a sum due in 
respect of damages payable for 
breach of contract or mis¬ 
representation made by (he com¬ 
pany cn the occasion of the issue, 
as apposed to the purchase, of its 
shares were held to be excluded by 
[legislation similar to section 
74(2X1)1. 

However, the reasoning in both 
those cases was dependent upon 
the protection of creditors from 
indirect reductions of capital. That 
was relevant to cases of subscrip¬ 
tion for shares issued by the 
company, but wholly irrelevant to 
. purchases from thud parties of 
already issued shares. The de¬ 
cisions m. Addlestone and Webb 
did hot apply to claims other than 
those relating to the issue of shares 

by the company. 

His Lordship was dearly of the 
opinion that tiie sum if any due to 
B&C was not due to it in its 
“character of a member" of At¬ 
lantic within section 74(2H0- The 
dann stood on exactly the same 
footing as any other daim by 
B&C against Atlantic which was 
wholly unrelated to the shares in 
Atlantic.

Creditor was not preferred 


Lewis and Another (as liqui¬ 
dators of Prudential Build¬ 
ing and Investment Society of 
Canterbury) v Hyde and 
Others 

Before lord Brou-ne-Wilkinson. 
Lord Slynn of Hadley. Lord Lfajd 
of Berwick. Lord Hope of 
Craighead and Lord Hucon 
(Judgment Dauber *] 

A payment made by a debtor with 
the intention of preferring a cred¬ 
itor was not unlawful as a voidable 
preference under section 309 of the 
Companies Act 1955. of New 
Zealand, if. in the event the 
creditor was not preferred. 

The Privy Council so held in 
upholding the order of the Court of 
Appeal of New Zealand (Justice 
Thomas.. Justice Blanchard and 
Justice Doogue) reversing the de¬ 
rision of Justice Holland ord e rin g 
the respondents, the trustees in the 
estate of Bruce Russell Hyde, 
deceased, and a company in which 
he had invested, to pay '$70,059 to 
the liquidators uf the Prudential 
Building and Investment Society of 
Canterbury.. 

On February 2,1989 Mr Hyde's 
brother-in-law. who was involved 
in the management of Prudential, 
had arranged for immediate 
repaymem to Mr Hyde, by way of 
bank cheques, of deposits requir¬ 
ing seven days' notice of with¬ 
drawal. 

On February 23.1989 an applica¬ 
tion was filed In wind up Pruden¬ 
tial and the liquidators sought to 
recover the deposits repaid to Mr 
Hyde as being voidable pref¬ 
erences within section 309 of the 
1955 Act 

Section .309 of the 1955 Art 
provides: “Every . . payment 
made... by any company unable 


to pay hs debts as they hecume due 
from its own money, shall he 
voidable as against the liquidator, 
if - la) ii is in favour of any 
creditor ... with a view to giving 
dial creditor... a preference over 
the other creditors; and (b) (the 
payment occurred within two 
years of the commencement'of the 
winding up)." 

Mr XV. J. Palmer, of the New 
Zealand Bar. for the liquidators; 
Mr P. F. Whiteside, of the New 
Zealand Bar. far the respondents. 

LORD BROXVN E-WIL¬ 
KINSON. giving the judgment of 
foe Board, said that in January 
and February 1989 Prudential had 
been in financial difficulties, but 
had continued to Trade until Feb¬ 
ruary 1 21.19S9. 

Therefore, even if Mr Hyde had 
been required to wail far seven 
days for repayment and also for a 
further period in order to enable a 
cheque drawn by Prudential itself. 
to be deared. that is. die period of 
accelerated payment, he would 
have been repaid his deposits fa 
fall before the application to wind 
up was made. 

The basis of Mr Palmer's sub¬ 
missions had been foe argument 
w hich commended itself to foe trial 
judge, that neither section 309 nor 
the New Zealand and English 
statutes from which it was derived 
made any reference ro any require¬ 
ment that the Iransaaion carried 
out with intent to -prefer one 
creditor aver the others should 
actually have operated so as to 
produce such a preference. 

His Lordship said foal the word 
“preference 1 ’ in the phrase “pref¬ 
erence over foe other creditors" 
referred to giving priority to the 
payment of one creditor over 


^■wfoors whose only remedy was 
to prove in the insolvency. 

The reference to “the" other 
creditors had to be a reference to a 

group erf creditors which could be 

ascer tain ed ar a specific time and 
the only possible time was the date 
(if winding up. 

In foe events which happened, 
the transaction under attack did 
not give rise to any preference to 
Mr Hyde over the body of cred¬ 
itors entitled to pros'):- in the 
liquidation. If Prudential had gone 
into liquidation during the period 
of accelerated payment. Mr Hyde 
- would have been so preferred. But 
in tbe event the body of crediwis 
proving fa (he liquidation had not 
oeen adversely affected in any 
way. 

Therefore, even if. as the judge 
bad found, there had been an 
intention to prefer Mr HydeTs 
claims over those of the creditors in 
foe liquidation, in fact no such 
preference transpired. 

Was the existence of such an 
aaual preference a requirement of 
section 309? At firsi sight it seemed 
obvious that foe section had no 
application where there had been 
no actual preference. 

The effect of the section, if 
applied, was to require foe pre¬ 
ferred creditor to repay what he 
had received, foe moneys recov¬ 
ered bring applicable pari passu 
between the creditors in the liqui¬ 
dation. 

The underlying purpose was to 
ensure compliance whh foe basic 
principle of insolvency law. pari 
passu distribution of the insolvent 
estate. If foe creditor bum whom 
repayment was sought hod not in 
fan been preferred foe whole 
rationale of the section dis¬ 
appeared. 


Lack of consent for sex 
must be charged 


Regina v Davies (Tarian 
John) 

Before Lord Justice Judge. Mr 
Justice Butterfield and Judge Rant. 
QC 

(Judgment October b) 

When nan-consensual sexual 
intercourse..whether vaginal or 
anaL was alleged, it had to be 
charged as rape. with, if appro¬ 
priate. an alternative count of 
buggery, and. unless rape was 
alleged and proved, a sentence 
could not be imposed which re¬ 
flected the conclusion that the 
victim was not consenting. 

The Court of Appeal, Criminal 
Division, so hrid in allowing on 
appeal fay Tarian John Davies 
against sentences imposed on 
January 8. 1997 by Judge Evans. 
QC at Merthyr Tydfil Crown 
Court of four years detention in a 
young offender institution in re¬ 


spect of one count of buggery of a 
girl aged 15. contrary to section 
12(1) of the Sexual Offences Act 
1950. and 21 days detention concur¬ 
rent on each of three counts of 
unlawful sexual intercourse, con¬ 
trary to section 6(1) of the 1956 Act, - 
with the same girl. 

Mr Jeremy D. Jenkins, assigned 
by the Registrar of Criminal 
Appeals, for die appellant. 

LORD JUSTICE JUDGE, giv¬ 
ing the reserved judgment of the 
court, said that the appellant had 
engaged fa frequent consensual 
sexual intercourse with foe victim 
but that after a row it was alleged 
that he had forcibly buggered her 
in circumstances which amounted 
to rape. 

In summing up, the judge 
directed the jury that in respect of 
foe buggery count ft was im¬ 
material whether foe woman con¬ 


sented or not The appellant was 
convicted and when foe judge 
came to pass sentence he did so on 
the basis that she had been 
buggered against her will. 

The question before the court 
was therefore whether it was 
appropriate for the appellant to be 
sentenced for rape, as he had never 
been convicted of rape and the 
question of consent, had not been 
decided by a jury. As a matter of 
principle the answer was “No". 

In such arcumstances, since 
section >42 of the Criminal Justice 
and Public Order Act 1994 had 
come into force, unless rape was 
alleged and proved, a sentence 
could not be imposed which re¬ 
flected the conclusion that when 
foe intercourse took place foe 
victim was not consenting. Accord¬ 
ingly, the sentence would be varied 
to allow his immediate release. 


The law of voidable, or as it used 
to be called fraudulent, preference 
was based un the common law as 
developed by Lord Mansfield. He 
stated foe law fa Alderson v 
Temple 1(1768) 4 Burr 2235). 

The basis of his principle was 
that an act h3d been done which in 
fact defeated foe (quality between 
creditors in an insolvency. The 
intent of the debtor to produce such 
a result was essential. 

The firsi statutory intervention 
fa foe English law of voidable 
preference was contained in sec¬ 
tion 92 of foe Bankruptcy Art 1869. 
which had been re-enacted in the 
same terms by subsequent Bank¬ 
ruptcy Acts. 

In Sharp v Jackson QJ899J AC 
419) Lord Hals bury expressed an 
obiter dictum to foe effect that an 
actual preference was required. 

He then went on to express his 
agreement with the views of Lord 
Cairns in Butcher v Stead (IIS75) 
LR 7 HL 839) to foe effect that 
section 92 did not attempt a 
completely comprehensive state¬ 
ment of the old common law of 
fraudulent preference so as to 
provide a statutory code; the 
section left certain matters to stand 
as they had at common law. 

Those decisions demonstrated 
that foe foundation of Mr Palmerls 
argument, that the omission from 
section 309 of any express require¬ 
ment that there should be an 
actual preference rendered it 
impossible to require such actual 
preference, was not sound. 

If the statute did not purport to 
state the whole law comprehen¬ 
sively. the basic common law 
assumption that an actual pref¬ 
erence was necessary, which Lord 
Mansfield plainly thought nec¬ 
essary, survived in foe common 
law. ’ 

The progression was as follows. 
Lord Mansfidd plainly treated an 
actual preference as' a require¬ 
ment. Section 92 was not a com¬ 
prehensive code regulating 
fraudulent preference but to the 
extent that it was silent on foe 
maner left the old common law 
rule standing. 

The later statutory provisions, 
both fa England and New Zea¬ 
land. were simply reenactments of 
section 92 and had therefore to 
reed ve the same construction. 

Therefore the common law rules 
of fraudulent preference which 
only applied where there had been 
an actual preference remained the 
law. 

That result conformed with the 
common sense of foe matter. There 
was no reason to set aside a 
transaction so as to bring assets 
into the pool of assets available for 
distribution among creditors in the 
insolvency unless the transaction 
so set aside had in fact diminished 
the pool which would otherwise 
have been available.

F or those building houses; 
an integrated package of 
energy-saving measures 
makes not only moral but also 
financial sense: One such build¬ 
er is the architect Bruce Buchan- 
an. who recently designed his 
family’s three-bedroom home 
overlooking Laurie Lee’s be¬ 
loved Slad Valley in Gloucester¬ 
shire and used Has a testbed for 
state-of-the-art technology. Heat¬ 
ing costs for bis 260 square 
metre home come to £160 a year 
— about a fifth of what a 
traditionally heated space might 
cost Lois tens writes. 

“You could say. ‘Why bother? 
Fuel is as cheap now as it was 
before the oil crisis of the 1970s'," 
Mr Buchanan says. “But over 
the life of a new house, the 
equation may change. 

“First look at location. Tradi¬ 
tionally. homes were located in 
sheltered positions and faced 
sooth. It’s something that was 
largely forgotten in the Industri¬ 
al Revolution with the advent of 
mass housing. Most rooms in 
this house face south, and in the 
summer the heavy eaves keep 
the house cooL 

We decided on a timber-frame 
house because it is a sustainable 
material that heats up quickly." 

Mr Buchanan also went for 
large banks of triple-glazed win¬ 
dows. with argon gas trapped 
between each layer. These draw

the sun’s warmth in an effect 
known as “passive solar gain”. A 
heat-recovery system, which acts 
like a giant fan, also draws a 
continuous supply of wanned, 
fresh air into the house to main¬ 
tain a pleasant atmosphere. 

The large windows had their 
drawbacks. Mr Buchanan says: 
“When we moved in. it was the 
nesting season for the carrion 
crow, and we discovered that the 
birds could see themselves in the 
windows. They do a lot of 
damage when they attack their 
reflections. Fortunately, they 
seem to have got used to them." 

On the roof a solar panel was 
installed to heat half of the water 
for the kitchen and four bath¬ 
rooms. That may sound extrava¬ 
gant. Mr Buchanan admits, but 
the bathrooms are grouped eco¬ 
nomically together. American- 
style power showers are 
installed in three of them, so Mr 


Buchanan was cajoled into add¬ 
ing one bath as a “vaguely 
decadent" concession to his teen¬ 
age daughter. 

The waffs and loft floor are 
lined with a recycled newspaper 
product called Wanncel. As well 
as providing efficient insulation, 
this solved potential condensa¬ 
tion problems. Other green mea¬ 
sures include low-energy halo¬ 
gen-light fittings, a Swedish- 
built wood-burning stove on the 
open-plan first floor and an oil- 
condensing boiler. Rainwater is 
collected in tanks to irrigate the 
garden. 

The nine-acre site cost 
£ 1 (XU )00 to buy. and the build¬ 
ing work, all of which was con¬ 
tracted out. came to £180,000. of 
which about £10.000 (or 5b per 
cent) went on the heating and 
electricity systems. 

“On a smaller house,” Mr 
Buchanan says, “a percentage of 
the total cost would be higher. 
But much of that should be 
recouped swiftly through energy 
savings. The house is now worth 
about £350,000.”

Point could open door for Newcastle we ii short

IN EINDHOVEN 

THE guide book gets straight 
to the point “Eindhoven is a 
peculiar town." its very first 
sentence suggests of a place 
dominated by an oppressive 
concrete skyline. As an open¬ 
ing gambit, at least it is 
honest. 

There is also a peculiarity 
about the European Champi¬ 
ons’ League group C. It is 
peculiar that Newcastle Uni¬ 
ted visit the Dutch city in a far 
stronger position than their 
opponents, PSV. Peculiar, too. 
that Barcelona travel to Kiev 
requiring victory merely to 
retain a real interest in the 
competition. 

Quite how Newcastle have 
got themselves in such a. 
position is most peculiar. Ken¬ 
ny Dalglish, the manager, 
spoke of a blip on Saturday 
after his side lost 4-1 away to 
Leeds United. It is increasing¬ 
ly’ apparent, though, that a 
magnificent victory over Bar¬ 
celona was. in fact, the 
anomaly. 

Dalglish knew back in 
March, when his side was 
destroyed by AS Monaco, that 
he had to build a new defen¬ 
sive foundation at St James’ 
Park and yet now, six months 
on with the same personnel, 
similar failings were finally 
exposed by Leeds. Before Sat¬ 
urday a creaking back four 
had somehow escaped a com¬ 
plete unmasking, but the sec¬ 
ond half against Barcelona 
and the first in Kiev, where 
they contrived a wholly 
unlikely draw, hinted at trou¬ 
ble ahead. 

Quite how Dalglish has 
failed to address his central 
defensive problems is the most 
peculiar of all. It is notable 
that only the continued excel¬ 
lence of Shay Given has kept 
Newcastle on track when goal¬ 
keeper is the only position that 
Dalglish recognised as a prob¬ 
lem and subsequently acted 
incisively. 

PSV enter this game under 
pressure, although Dalglish 
said yesterday: “They could 
easily have had six points in 
the group because they are a 
very strong side." The fact

remains, however, that they 
have just one. Dutch football 
is in a state of flux because it 
has its own peculiar problems 
within its domestic league. 
While die national team has 
qualified for die World Cup 
finals as one of the outstand¬ 
ing teams and strong 
favourites, the dub sides are 
becoming progressively weak¬ 
er because of a damaging 
export policy. 

The Dutch champions may 


just turn out to be an ordinary 
side. If so. then what appeared 
the toughest of all the Champi¬ 
ons’ League groups could 
open invitingly for Newcastle.

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Agassi dancing to the music of time

I was There at the moment 
when Andre Agassi's life 
changed for ever. He was 
losing to Boris Becker at 
Wimbledon: it was not a 
fightback. I am convinced to 
this day that Agassi had 
already accepted defeat and 
had decided to go down show¬ 
boating. Hit a few zinging 
winners off the Becker serve 
and send 'em home laughing. 

But every outrageous im¬ 
provisation came off as Agassi 
played into the gloaming in a 
trance of self-delight. Just 
about every tennis writer had 
written off Agassi as a player 
designed to decorate an occa¬ 
sion. never to control it It 
always seemed that Agassi 
had reached the same conclu¬ 
sion himself and accepted it 
totally. In that extraordinary 
evening, he changed his mind 
about ... well, just about 
everything, really, and certain¬ 
ly everything in sport. 

He won Wimbledon that 
year — 1992 — and went on to 
win three grand-slam tourna¬ 
ments in all. Despite that, he is 
still regarded as a person of 
little substance - odd. if you 
consider that he won as many 
grand-slam tournaments as 
Arthur Ashe. Now he has 
begun a comeback. If he 
succeeds in getting back to the 
top, he will have done some¬ 
thing that neither John 
McEnroe nor Bjorn Borg was 
able to do. 

Comebacks are troubling 
things. They are almost invari¬ 
ably painful to watch. In sport, 
time is always on fast-forward. 
When a top athlete takes a 
break from top-level sport, his 
subsequent return can only 
exaggerate the already exag- 



taughi him to use his brain. 
But as for the rest; well, it 
came and it went And Agassi 
was content with that such 
was his nature. He was, for a 
while, the world No 1, but he 
got bored with that, too. The 
endless grinding out of results 
was not for him. Razors are

No one asked why Agassi 
did not have the talent for 
possessing talent His way¬ 
ward nature and the nature of 
his wayward talent were.far 
too obviously inextricable.

ited effects of time. To see 
te ageing former champion 
effortlessly wafted aside by a 
person of no account is as 
much a reminder of life’s goal 
as a skull on your desk. 

Agassi's comeback is not 
quite run-of-the-mill- People 
usually say that they do not 
wish to see an athlete lose his 
dignity. Agassi never had any 
to lose, so thaTs all right 
Youthful rebellion was his 
line, and he made it his 
fortune. The length of his hair 
was laid down by contract it 
was unfortunate, then, that he 


went startlingly bald. Always 
suspect a rebel who never 
removes his baseball cap. 

The moral of the story is die 
groundstrokes. It seems un¬ 
likely that Agassi will again be 
able to combine eye and hand 
and desire. "I had a slight sniff 
early on," he said after his 
straight-sets comeback defeat 
by Todd Martin in Stuttgart 
on Monday. “But it was like 
the brief passing of a gentle 
breeze." 

In a way, that sums up the 
entirety of Agassi’s career. 
Normally with players of his 


type — extravagant gifts, the¬ 
atrical nature, spotty record — 
people mourn the .waste of 
talent It is significant how¬ 
ever. that with Agassi, no one 
has ever bothered to take that 
line. With Agassi, it was 
always perfectly obvious that 
people like him come as a 
package’. You cannot teach, 
him the diligence of Ivan 
Lendl. Agassi made it pedanti¬ 
cally dear that there was no 
point at all in even thinking 
about it.

ATHLETICS: THREE CHINESE WOMEN IMPROVE 5,000 METRES MARK 


Ma’s new family revives old doubts

AFTER a break of four years, 
China's women distance run¬ 
ners returned to the world 
record book yesterday when, 
at the National Games in 
Shanghai, three athletes fin¬ 
ished inside the previous fast¬ 
est 5,000 metres time run by a 
woman. And this in the heats. 
The final is today, 

Ma Junren, coach to the 
sensational class of 1993. and 
now in the forefront again, 
said that he expected the world 
record to be improved farther 
today. China’s re-emergence 
led to a call last night from 
Paula Radciiffe. the British 
record holder, for the Interna¬ 
tional Amateur Athletic Feder¬ 
ation (LAAF) to institute blood 
testing. 

Dong Yanmei, reported by 
the Chinese state run Xinhua 


news agency to be only 17, took 
more than five seconds off the 
world record of 14min 
36 AS sec, set in 1995 by 
Fernanda Ribeiro, of Portugal. 
Dong recorded I4min 3127sec 
and was followed by Jiang Bo, 
in Hmin 3!-30sec and Liu 
Shbtiang. in I4min 32J3sec. 

In August 1993, after win¬ 
ning the 1,500, 3.000 and 
10,000 metres at the Stuttgart 
world championships, the 
Chinese women used the Nat¬ 
ional Games in September to 
smash the world records, by 
huge margins, in each of those 
three distances. An elite 
group, said to be covering 
some 25 miles a day in 
training and recovering by use 
of herbal concoctions, found 
themselves a target for unsub¬ 
stantiated drug allegations.

8min 06.Usee for 3,000 metres.

The IAAF had the chance to 
introduce it for the Olympics 
and it was not implemented, 
just because they said it would 
cause too much of a scandal.

Ferguson puts 
his troops 
on red alert

ALEX FERGUSON caught 
the whiff of complacency drift¬ 
ing through Old Trafford yes- 
lenlay. “You lot are the worst 
for thar. I think III keep my 
Scottishness." he told the 
media as he promised that his 
Manchester United team 
would tear into Feyenoord 
tonight in their next European 
Cup Champions' League ad¬ 
venture. Then, smiling, he 
turned to the United official by 
his side. “Ne'er cast a clout til 
May's out." he muttered. 

There may be a perception 
that now Juventus, the cham¬ 
pions of Italy, have been 
vanquished once, nothing else 
in the Champions' League 
matters much until United 
face them again in the Stadio 
delle Alpi on December 10, 
with a probable place in the 
quarter-finals of the competi¬ 
tion at stake. That is a feeling 
that Ferguson, even in this 
unusually relaxed mode, was 
keen to stifle. 

To make his point, he prom¬ 
ised that United had leamt 
their lesson from their lacklus¬ 
tre display against the Turkish 
champions, Fenerbahge, last 
season, when they surren¬ 
dered their 40-year unbeaten 
home record in European 
football by losing 1-0. Against 
Feyenoord he said, the tempo 
would be just as fierce as it 
was in the bravura 3-2 won 
over Juventus. 

“1 emphasised patience too 
much to them that night," 
Ferguson said. “We concen¬ 
trated too much on making 
sure we did not lose a goal and 
it all developed into a languid 
feel on the pitch and an the 
terraces. Old Trafford is better 
when they are up for it 
playing with more speed and 
more penetration. High-tem- 
po stuff. 

"We must not fall into the 
trap of allowing it to become a 
slow, patient game. We don't 
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want it to slip to that kind of 
pace. 

"The tempo must be on a 
high right from the start. It's 
not a question of going for the 
throat. You can still be patient, 
but by the same token you can 
do it at a high pace. The Juve 
result is just what we wanted 
and we mustn't let it slip. 

“I think it is fair to say that 
our best performances this 
season have been in the 
Champions’ League. It is 
probably that we have got 
used to the big games now and 
the players are focused for 
them.-They realise they can do 
well in Europe now and there 
is so much anticipation for the 
game that their motivation is 
as high as it is possible to be.

Mellor could not comment 
but it is understood that he felt 
he had attempted to prevent 
trouble by meeting the Italian 
ambassador before the match.
